as previously announced, the reason being 
that the Chicago and Aiton couldn’t furnish 
the rolling-stock, Three hundred dollars had 
been drawn from the campaign fund and in- 
vested in railroad tickets to bring 
up the Springfield contingent, and 
when told it would not be 
here a wail broke loose.

In deocrating the windows of the stores 
around the public square it was noticeable 
that pictures of Harrison and Reid were as 
numerous as those of Cleveland and Steven- 
son. This is explained in the statement that 
nearly three-fourths of the business-men on 
the square are Republicans, and when asked 
to decorate they consented with the provision 
that their own colors should be put up along- 
side of those of Our Friends, the Enemy.“ 

Only Put Democrats on Guard. 

Whenever a Bloomington man is a Demo- 
crat, however, he is one all over and when one 
of them who had a picture of Stevenson in 
his window was asked why he didn’t put up 
Cleveland he answered that he wasn’t putting 
up anybody but Democrats on guard. This 
sentiment was echoed in Bloomington the day 
Stevenson was nominated, when the old hunk- 
ers of the party gave it out cold that it was 
thoughtful in the Chicago convention to nom- 
inate one Democrat on the ticket. 

Up to noon no excitement had been discov- 
ered, and at that hour the brass band was 
turned loose to hold what few people had come 
in from the country. These good people ate 
their dinners on the court- house steps, 
while the band marched around the squure 
and played. Then one of the Committee on 
hurrah drove around the block in a sulky 
drawn by a high-headed claybank horse, and 
hurrahed at each corner for Stevenson. But 
up to that event Cleveland and Altgeid were 
forgotten. Over at headquarters a big picture 
of Cleveland was displayed with the legend 
above it, “Our Tidal Wave.”’ ee 

„And a mighty cold wave it is,“ said a man 
who was quoted as a Stevenson Democrat. 

The reception extended visiting orators was 
about as warm as that given pall-bearers at a 
poor man's funeral. Gen. Black came in on 
a morning train and was conducted to his 
hotel by the runner of the House and the 
driver. When Gen. Palmer got in at 1 o’clock 
he came up in a carriage accompanied by 
Raab, Ramsey and two others.

Raab introduced 
Senator Palmer, and by that time the porter 
of the hotel had learned of the arrival and 
went out as a committee of one and received 
the arrivals. 

Senator Palmer stood alone for a moment, 
and, finding no one present who seemed to 
know him, said, “I guees I’ll go up and wash,”’ 
passed in, and soon after joined Gen. Black 
atdinner. Halfan hour later Mr. Stevenson 
and his law partner drove down to the hotel 
and Mr. Stevenson left his vehicle and occu- 
pied a chair in the front door of the hotel 
until Gens. Palmer and Black came down and 
joined him. 

Waited for the Brass Band. 

They waited until the brass band and pro- 
cession en route to the square came by, and 
escorted them to the place of rally opposite 
Mr. Stevenson’s home. Friends and neigh- 
bors of Mr. Stevenson, regardless of politics, 
gave him a gdod but not overjoyous attend- 
ance in Franklin Square. Five thousand 
people is an exaggerated estimate. Franklin 
Square is about as large as Washington 
Square in Chicago, and contains a soldiers’ 
monument and several pieces of artillery. The 
man who laid out the platform from which the 
speakers addressed the crowd had the poor 
taste to fix it so that it faced the monument, 
and the candidate for Vice-President had to 
look at it and in the face of the implements 
of war while he spoke. 

Just before the speakers and the eminents 
arrived, led by a band and the Lexington 
Democratic club, it was discovered that some 
mischievous boys had strung a wire above

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SIBLEY FAMILY SAFE. 


NO TRUTH IN THE STORY OF THE 
LOSS OF THE WAPITI. 


The Canard Originated as a Means of Re- 
venge by the Discharged Cook of the 
Yacht, Who Will Be Prosecuted—As- 
tounding and Heart-Rending Details of 
an Accident That Never Took Place 
Published by Some of “The Tribune’s” 
Mind-Reading Contemporaries, 

CoLtitinewoon, Ont., Aug. 27.—George W. 
Shomin the half-breed who started the story 
about the loss of Hiram W. Sibley’s steam 
yacht Wapiti, will be at once arrested and 
will be made to pay the penalty of his 
maliciousness, This action will be taken on 
telegraphic instructions received this after- 
noon from Mr. Sibley to have Sho- 
min prosecuted. Mr. C. Gamon, the 
reading barrister of this place, is now at work 
on the case, and the papers are nearly ready. 
In the meantime a watch is being kept on 
Shomin to prevent his escape. 

Capt. James Eldridge, who is in command 
of the Wapiti, said today: Shomin was 
shipped at Mackinac Island as cook. He got 
drunk on our arrival heré last Wednesday and 
I discharged him on Friday. He wrote a 
long telegram that afternoon in one of the 
liquor stores which is supposed to be the basis 
of the report of our wreck.”’ 

Considerable surprise is mat ifested here 
that the report should have been sent broad- 
cast over the country without apparently any 
effort being made to verify it. All this time 
the Wapiti lay safely in port here and the en- 
tire city knew of the fact. 


THE STORY A CRUEL CANARD. 


Used as a Means of Revenge by the Dis- 
charged Cook of the Yacht. 

Saqinaw, Mich., Aug. 27.— [Special. I— The 
reported loss of the yacht Wapiti in Georgian 
Bay, with the consequent drowning of the Sib- 
ley family, proves to be a cruel canard. The 
yacht is at anchor in the harbor at Colling- 
wood, where it was left yesterday by Mr. Sib- 
ley, who went to Montreal to meet a friend. 
The story was given publicity by the cook of 
the yacht, who- had beemetlischarged, as a 
means of revenge. 

Early last night a man in the office of the 
Bay City Tribune telephoned to this city that 
a messtge had been received there from a 
reputable citizen, then in Mackinaw, saying 


that a message had been received from Col 


lingwood, Ont., to the effect that the Wapita 
had been lost in Georgian Bay. 

The Tribune's correspondent here at once 
telegraphed to Mackinaw for particulars and 
received for reply the following: 

George Thomin, cook on board the yabht 
Wapiti. telegraphed here to day from Colling- 
wood the following message: Boat wrecked. 
Two of us saved. All the rest drowned.” 

Shomin lived in Mackinaw, and the pre- 
sumption was that he would naturally advise 
his friends there. The yacht was known to 
be in Georgian Bay, and that a heavy gale 
had prevailed, giving color to the report. The 
American Commercial and Savings Bank here 
also received a message from Mackindéw of 
the same nature as the foregoing. 

Tue TRIBUNE correspondent also tele- 
graphed to Collingwood early last evening for 
particulars, but no reply was received until 
today, when a message came saying the boat 
was all right. 


WORK OF THE MIND-READERS,

Remarkabl eDetails Published by Contem- 
poraries of The Tribune.“ 
Everyone will rejoice tu know that the an- 

nouncement of the loss of the steam yacht 
Wapita in Georgian Bay, with the Sibley 
family on board, is untrue, and that 
instead of being lost the party is well 
and happy at Montreal. How the re- 
port originatedis a mystery. Tue Trisunz 
stated the facts of the alleged. wreck just as 
they were received and without any attempt 
at projecting itself to the scene of the disaster 
or utilizing mind-readers to ascertain what 
was going on at the time the Wapiti went 
down to meet McGinty. Tus Tunun ac- 
count of the disaster is hereby reproduced: 

News of the disaster reached here (Saginaw) 
today, when George Sherman telegraphed from 
Collingwood: Boat wrecked; two of us saved; 
all the rest drowned.” 

The Wapiti left here ten days ago on a cruise 
up the lakus with the family of Mr. Sibley on 
board. It left Mackinaw Aug. 21 for Georgian 
Bay. and must have been driven on the rocks and 
wrecked, as it was astanch sea boat. 

No further details of the disaster are obtaina- 
ble here tonight, 

The briefness of description in the above is 
due to the fact that Tun Tunun does not 
employ mind-readers who can sit at their ease 
in Chicago or project their minds and know 
just what is going on in Georgian Bay. Some 
of the other Chicago newspapers, however, 
have these mind-readers and that accounts for 
the great advantage they possess over Tux 
Trrpune.

Seeing that nothing but a miracle could save the 
yacht, an effort was made to launch the boats in 
the hope that the shore could be safely gained, 
but the waves swept the little craft from the side 
of the yacht before they had fairly touched the 


water. 
Tho boat was now within a short distance of 


the rocks, and the noise of the surf sounded above 
the roar of the wind. Darkness had settled down 
and nothing could be seen. As a last resort the 
anchor was dropped, but the great cable snapped 
like a pipe-stem, and the yacht drove on to what 
seemed certain death to all on board. 

Sherman, one of the men who escaped, says that 
not one of those aboard had any hope of escape. 
A moment after the anchor's cable broke the 
yacht struck the rocks, ;

“SAINTS” WIN THE DAY 


BUT BUENA PARK’S “SINNERS” 
DON’T GIVE UP THE SHIP. 


Discord, Strife, and Broken Friendships, 
All on Account of Religion, Real Es- 
tate, and the Yacht Buena—Sunday Nav- 
igation the Question That Causes the 
Agitation—The Boat Tied Up Today as 
the Result of Thursday Night's Meet- 
ing—Neighbor Divides Against Neigh- 
ber* 

Discord reigns in beautiful Buena Park. 
Dissensions between the dwellers in that 
aristocratic part of the city, the end of which 
none can foreteli, have arisen. The line of 
discord runs a zig-zig course through the 
little community, and no man knows 
how his neighbor stands. Each sits on his 
own veranda—verandas are special features in 
Buena Park—and watches his neighbor go by 
with an eye of distrust, whereas until a few 
days ago he would have invited him to the 
veranda to enjoy acigar and refreshments. 
The strain 1s intense. 

It all grew out of the trim yacht, the Buena, 
which was built to carry the men of the park 
to their business in the city, and to afford ex- 
cursions to them and their fam- 
lies. That craft got mixed up 
in a fearful storm last Thursday, 
The storm was not on the lake, but in the 
parlors of the home of W. E. Clow, when the 
club met to discuss the propriety or im- 
propriety of allowing the t to 
bound over the waves on Sundays. 
Two factions were at the \meeting— 
the “yachts to and the “yachts not to.” 


The latter carried the day by a vote of sixteen 


to fifteen. deciding that Sunday navigation is 
not good form. And today the boat is tied to 
the dock near the Marine Hospi- 
tal, while the fifteen in the 
minority are saying.

Leaving Mackinaw Capt. Bllsworth took the 
open water. They passed south of The Ducks.“ 
off Great Manitou Island, and proceeded along 
under a full head of steam through the channel 
south of the Isle of Caves and between 
that and Cape Hard. Down along the coast 
the party passed, charmed with the rugged 
scenery and awed by the angry splashing of the 
waters against the fock-bound shore. Past 
Cabot’s island, through Dyer bay to Cape Hang- 
liff down to Point Montressor, off Cape Croker, 
around the Griffith island to Owen sound was the 
interesting course of the Wapiti, Leaving Owen 
sound the yacht rounded Cape Rich and entered 
Nottawasaga bay. 

Having reached Nottawasaga Bay Mr. Har- 
risen brought his mind reading to a tempo- 
rary halt, then opened the throttle wide, let 
off the brakes, and projected himself into the 
very belly of the storm. Though buffeted by 
the terrible gale, knocked against the rocks, 
and drenchec with the towering waves, he got 
in his work in splendid style, as will 
be seen by the following vivid de- 
scription of the storm, which should be com- 
pared with that furnished by Mr. Scott’s 
mind, which is much tamer as it was several 
miles to lee ward, vainly trying to beat up 
against the storm and lay alongside the mae 
etherial Mr. Harrison’s mind: 


When midway between Meaford and Craig- 
leith, on the northwest shore of Gray County, 
Ont., a storm broke over the bay. The sky grew 
“lackened, the waters lashed themselves into a 
fury, hissing and seething beneath the sharp 
prow of the stanch and fearless steel-built pacht, 
which like a willing fawn answered grace- 
fully and willingly every caress of tbe 
steady hand at her wheel in the pilot house. 
The storm grew in its fury, and the waters seemed 
to part in their angry struggles and open a deep, 
black, and fathomless pit for the sturdy little 
vessel. This would last for a moment, and then 
the waters, seeming to gather force from the fall- 
ing away, would come together like the bursting 
of lava from a mammoth volcano and toss the 
yacht high above the rock-bound coast, like a 
tiny pebble thrown on a giant waterspout. 


Got Aboard the Yacht, 


After this bit of literary gorgeousness Mr. 
Harrison's mind accomplished the difficult 
feat of getting aboard the ill-fated yacht, and 
there it staid to the end, as will be seen by the 
following: 

‘The ladies of the party repaired to their 
state-rooms to await the abating of the 
storm. No thought of danger entered the 
minds of any ol the party. A landing was 
impossible, owing to the intensity of the storm 
and the dangerous character of the coast. Mr. 
Bearinger, Mr. Sibley. and Capt. Ellsworth de- 
cided to run the vessel to Collingwood, where a 
safe and comparatively easy landing could be 
made. 

Everything went well until within a few miles 
of Collingwood, when the yacht ran upon a 


sunken reef. The chart showed that at that point 


the water was comparatively clear of obstructions 
and the vessel was going at full speed. The ladies 
hurried from their staterooms in alarm. Already 
the vessel was rapidly filling, and before the boats 
could be got ready the water had reached the en- 
gine-room, putting the fires out. The vessel 
settled stern down, and her nose slipping back off 
the rock it was found that any effort to save her 
would prove futile, and everybody was ordered to 
the boats. George Sherman, the cook, and Jer- 
ome Hart the fireman, succeeded in launch- 
ing 4 boat safely and arrived at Collingwood this 
morning. The rest of the party was divided in 
the other three boats. That containing Mrs. Sib- 
ley, her daughter, and one of the young women 
from Rochester, and the Captain was dashed to 
pieces against the side of the vessel. The other 
two boats suffered the same fate and all hands 
were drowned. 

It was not until the Wapiti was at the bot. 
tom of the bay that Mr. Harrisor’s mind left 
the scene of disaster. Then joining Mr. Scott’s 
they they quickly flew back to Chicago and 
set down what they had seen. It was a tri- 
umph of mind-reading and would have re- 
dounded to the credit and fame of Messers. 
Scott and Harrison as mind-readers but for 
the following little dispatch :

Thirty-four Buena Parkers formed a Cub, 
and contributmg $120 each bought a 
yacht to be used in carrying them to 
business in the city. Three nights in the 
week it was to be devoted to excursions 
for the club, and the other three it was 
open to charter by members of the club at a 
charge of $10. For Sunday use any member 
of the clnb was to be alluwed to charter it for 
$15 for himself and friends. The craft was 
put on commission in Jnne, and the members 
of the club have just revelled in the pleasures 
it afforded. 

Some of the members are deeply interested 
in the sale of real estate in the park, and it 
suddenly dawned on them that the runümg 
of a yacht on Sunday would give Buena Park 
Park an ungodly character and lower the 
standard of morals, and also degrade front 
foot values, They began to agitate against 
Sunday navigation, and they en- 
listed as one of the “sinners,” or 
„yacht to's put it, the sympathy of all“ the 
excessively godly persons in the settlement, 
including Epworth Leaguers, Christian En- 
deavorites, and pillars of the church.” 

The agitation took on much of the air of an 
English campaign election. It became 
heated, men, women, and children participat- 
ing in the campaign. Luther Laflin Mills, 
from purely religious motives, and R. 
A. Waller, from purely real estate 
motives, championed the course of the

Architect W. L. B. Jenney, E. D. Winslow, 
who stand high in the church circles, but who

serve of soldiers is stationed at Ceiba, Com- 
ayagua, Tegucigalpa, and Truxillo to prevent 
a renewal of hostilities in Spanish Honduras.

Pazzatti. The ernment has allowed the 
revolutionist soldiers to come back and go to 
their homes, but should one of the leaders 
be found he will be publicly shot.

PARTIAL DESTRUCTION OF NEW 
YORK’S GREAT OPERA-HOUSE. 


Fire Ruins the Stage, Part of the Audito- 
riam and Burns a Mass of Scenery and 
Properties—The Building to Be Re- 
paired at Once—Damage Estimated at 
$400,000—Fatal Fire in Another Part 
of the City at the Same Time—Ree- 
ord of Other Losses. 

New Yorx, Aug. 27.—[Special.]—A besom 
of fire swept through the great Metropolitan 
Opera-House at Thirty-ninth and Fortieth 
streets and Broadway today, and left ita 
sooty ruin. Where there had been a vast, 
rich amphitheater, the frame for wealth and 
beauty, was a grimy cave of black and smoky 
brick, Where Wagner had crashed and Mey- 
erbeer had swung in tuneful harmonies was a 
roofless box surrounding a mass of charred 
nebulous wreckage. And all made within an 
hour or two. There was a surge of flame 
and pent-up gases; a fierce duel 
between flame and water; a crash 
of falling roof material; and a trembling of 
thick walls of fine brick, frail bulwarks of 
masonry which defied the conflagration. The 
great oblong stage-house, 90x101 feet in ground 
dimensions and 150 feet in height, is a box 
without a cover. The stage is gone, crushed

down by the steel trusses which had sustained 
the roof, and in the pit beneath is a tangled 
mass of charred material. The vast audito- 
rium is scorched and blistered and the walls 
laid bare. But the walls stood solid and virt- 
ually unharmed, and before many months 
the opera-house will be rebuilt. 

Cornelius Hogan, a lad of 16, who waited on 
the painters, sauntered in soon after 8 o’cluck, 
and after bidding good morning to the watch- 
man climbed by the supers’ stairway to the 
paint-room, and nothing was heard frum him 
for an hour or so. It is believed that as he 
was very fond of his cigarettes and as dis- 
cipline was relaxed in the opera-house he in- 
dulged in just one in the privacy of the paint- 
room.

The alarm was quickly given, but the flames 
spread so fast that all behind the proscenium 
arch was a raging furnace when remen 
began their work. 
fire-sprinkler over the stage, the vent-holes 
covered with wax, which melted at 120°. There 
was supposed to be 8,000 galions of water in 
the tank with which to shower and extinguish 
any sort of a fire, but though stage car- 
penter says the water was there the appa- 
ratus did its work there were no visible effects. 

There was a skylight overhead. It was sup- 
ported by a latti truss, which warped in 
the fierce heat and came down with a sullen 
crash. This made a vent for the flames and 
compressed gases, and they all went that 
way, much to the relief the firemen, who were 
trying to save the auditorium, Underneath 
the stage was stored the scenery, the accumu- 
lations of nine years. It had cost $200,000 
originally, but most of it had seen its day. 
When the stage flooring went to pieces under 
the fallen roof this mass of wood and paint 
and canvas blazed forth anew, and for a time 
there was a sort of second edition of the fire. 

The costumes were stored in rooms on 
Thirty-ninth and Fortieth streets, separated 
from the stage by stanch brick walls, which 
withstood the flames and preserved the con- 
tents unharmed. About $150,000 worth of 
costumery and W of the stage and a 
private collection of Maurice Grau's, valued 
at many thousands, also escaped destruction. 
As they were covered by insurance it is possi- 
ble that Mr. Grau may not wholly rejoice in 
his good fortune. Anson Pond claimed to 
have lost $5,000 worth of new scenery. Mr. 
Hoyt’s valuable art library was destroyed. 


Some of the Walls Injured. 


When the roof fell in the iron trusses sup- 
porting it carried down a portion of the upper 
walls, and left a portion of them rag and 
threatening at the t This was the only 
case in which the party walls were injured. 
The roof of the diere was not destroyed, 
though the paint and plastering peeled off, 
leaving the brick work bare. The proscenium 
arch went by the board, and if the iron cur- 
tain, or asbestos cultain, which the house 
boasted as a protection against fire, 
was down the flames must have gone 
over and around it, or else it was 
sa mockery and a sham, e ball-room 
floor was down, and the orchestra chairs un- 
derneath were swathed in canvas.

By noon the fire was out, but many of the 
firemen had previously béen withdrawn and 
sent to a blaze in Wooster street. The loss is 
estimated roughly at $400,000. | 

Artist Operti arrived at the opera-house in 
time to have the mortification of seeing works 
of art upon which he had spent considerable 
of his time and had traveled over the world to 
get sketches of burned up. Most of the pict- 
ures which he was at present engaged on were 
for use a: the World's Fair and Columbian 
celebration, which is to take place in this city 
during the coming October. These are ail 
burned up or ruined, together with scenéry 
for new plays to be produced in a few days at 
the Casino and Daly’s Theater and the Acad- 
emy of Music. These are said to be a com- 
plete loss, and in consequence will probably 
cause delays in the production of the plays. 

Buring the summer the’ opera-house has 
been chiefly used for commencements, The 
main entrance of the theater had been over- 
hauled and was thoroughly fitted for the open- 
ing of the season, which would take place in 
a short time. The management say they had 
thirty operas to choose from, but they had 
not selected the one they would first produce. 


The Damage Will Soon Be Repaired. 


A meeting of the stockholders will be imme- 
diately called, and will be held as soon as pos- 
sible, though there may be a little delay, as 
the majority of them are out of town at pres- 
ent. Undoubtedly the work of refitting the 
opera-house will be begun as soon as the 
water can be got out of it.

FLAMES IN GREAT LUMBER PILES. 


The Northern Michigan Lumber Com- 
pany’s Plant at Fanderage Destroyed. 
Prrosxsey, Mich., Aug. 27.—Fire broke out 
this morning in the lath room of the Northern 
Michigan Luinber company’s factory at Fan- 
derage, near Oden, seven miles north of Pe- 
toskey. In spite of all efforts to control them 
the flames spread with great rapidity until the 
immense plant was in flames, R. G. Peters 
is the principal stockholder in the com- 
pany, which employs over 100 men 
in the manufacture of lumber 
and hardwood _ articles. The steam 
tire engine from Charlevoix was sent there 
this morning and the Petoskey fire depart- 
ment left at 11 o’clock to endeavor to save 
some of the lumber. flames are now rag- 
ing in acres of hardwood lumber piles, mak- 
ing such a hot fire that trains will be unable 
to pass, and endangering ali the houses of the 
little lumbering village on the opposite side 
of the track. It is impossible at this writing 
totell what is the amount of the loss, but it 
will be between $100,000 and $200,000, with a 
comparatively small amount of insurance. 


BUILDINGS BURNED IN AUGUSTA, GA. 


Damage Estimated at $400,000 the Result 
of a Fire in That City. 

Avuecusta, Ga., Aug, 27.—The building of 
the Alexander Drug and Seed company, Flem- 
ing & Bowles’ furniture warehouse, E. D. 
Smyth’s crockery store, Harry Hall's photo- 
graph gallery, J. R. Lamar's law office, the 
buildings of Thomas & Barton, wholesale 
music and sewing-mathines; the residence of 
Leroy Miller, and the Chronicle office were de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. Augusta Dorr’s 
clothing store was slightly damaged. The 
loss is roughly estimated at $400,000. The en- 
tire morning edition of the Chronicle was 
worked off while the building was in flames. 
Everything was wiped out in the shape of 
type and machinery. The files of the paper 
from 1800 to date and the books and sub- 
scription list were saved. The insurance is 
about $300,000, very generally distributed 
among companies represen here.

It is probable that both will either be wound 
up or a horizontal reduction will be made on 
the stockholder’s books. Mr. Whitton says 
that the associations started out on a wrong 
principle dividing profits they never had. 

The whole truth of the matter, said he, 
is that they are run by incompetent men. 
In each of these associations fictitious profits 
have been credited on the shareholder's pass- 
books, and smart people seem to have robbed 
the members of the societies of these profits.

G. F. Koehler Said te be One of the Heirs* 
to $43,000,000. | 

Personal notices in the Chicago daily pa- 
pers are calling for G. F. Koehler to show 
himself and help settle the Koehler estate at 
the Bank of Eogiand, worth $43,000,000. 

The history of the estate, as told by Mrs. 
Koehler, No. 3119 Cottage Gro ve avenue, who 
is looking for G. F. Koehler, is to the effect 
that this large sum of money has been held 
in trust by the Government of England dur- 
ing the last ninety-two years for the descend- 
ants of the long-dead John Koehler. 

Different lawyers at different times have 
taken the matter in hand. They have procured 
valuable documents, but something has proved 
lacking. The work was finally neglected and 
almost fo ten. Atter a time L. H. Becht 

se more heirs again started the ball 
rolling and organized the Koehler Heirs’ 
Association, with a membership of ten. Since 
then the membership has increased to sixty- 
five, from all parts of the United States. Ar- 
rangements to secure the vast estate were 
perfected and the services of Attorney Nicols 
of South Dakota, whose wife is an heir, were 
voluntarily tendered the association. 

It was arranged to have him visit England 
in behalf of the beirs, and at present he is 
busily engaged in London. Before his de- 
parture from this country the power of at- 
torney, signed by all heirs, also by Judge 
Bates, County Clerk, the Governor. Secre- 
tary of State James G. Blaine, President 
Harrison, and the Embassador of the British 
— at Washington, was placed in his 


It was discovered that in the year 1750 John 
Koehler emigrated from Germany to England. 
After some years he acquired a great reputa- 
tion as a shipbuilder, and at the time of his 
death he was worth in the neighborhood of 
$10,090,000. 

Having died away from his home, his rela- 
tives were in ignorance of his demise until 
years after, when they formally put in their 
ciaim for the estate, which, according to law, 
had passed into the possession of land. 
During all these years the estate has accumu- 
lated in value and the money has drawn inter 
est. until now it amounts to over $43,000,000. 

The only matter yet to be accomplished is 
the furnishing of evidence. With the décu- 
ments in his possession and those to be sent 
him Mr. Nicol will, with the aid of local at- 
torneys, present his case to thecrown. The 
heirs are jubilant over the success of their 
agent so far, and their efforts hereafter will be 
uutiring.

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_ PROMISCUOUS PEDDLING OF COURT 
* NEWS CAUSES TALK. 


That Decision Regarding Reading Was 
-  Hawked About the Market Several Days 
Before It Was Officially Promulgated— 
Sensationalists Find the Cholera Scare 
a Topic to Work Upon and a Single Case 
at Quarantine Would Probably Cause a 
Stampede in Prices, ; 


New York, Aug. 27.—(Special.]—Wall ’ 


Street has been in a nervous mood all this 
week. Many irksome factors have bobbed 
up. Prices generally have not gone down 
much. but there is a depressing feeling scat- 
' tered all around. The collapse of the railroad 
Strike at Butfalo exerted no influence in the 
‘market. It was foredoomed, and the street 
had anticipated and amply discounted its set- 
tlement. the possible tonic in it was more 
„than offset by the decision of New Jersey’s 
' Whancelior enjoining the Reading coal com- 
bine as illegal in many of its details and 
erally opposed to public policy. 5 
4 This Chancellor is off somewhere taking his 
vacation, but he doesn’t seem to be above 
ö carrying his work into the wilderness, The 
Reading crowd of financiers were exulting 
somewhat over the fact that they were in no 
danger of an adverse decision until fall if 
even then, for it had been officially stated that 
the Chancellor had not prepared his decision 
before going away on his vacation. Thus 
there was not only surprise, but not a little 
disquietude over the sudden appearauce of his 
determination against the big deal. For a 
jong’ time previous to the handing 
don Of this decision Wall street 
- had been full of rumors about it. 
Professional peddlers of points were 
openly distributing what they designated as 
“advanced information about the decision. 
It was going to be against the railroads, they 
said; and. whatever their authority, there is 
every likelihood that they were able to induce 
many of the speculators of the street to 
gamble on the correctness of their point, for 
there were heavy and depressing sales of Read- 
ing stock from 61 down to 58, before any offi- 
cial inkling of the Chancellor’s determination 
out. 
8 The friends of the property rallied quickly. 
though, and declines in the stocks were 
checked by buying orders scattered through- 
out the whole Stock Exchange district. Ever 
since, the accredited heads of the financial 
syndicates back of the Reading and its allied 
rties have been insisting that the decis- 
m of the Chancellor and his injunction 
‘against the carrying out of the terms of the 
big deal cari amount to nothing so far as in- 
yoives the earnings of the involved compa- 
nies or the distribution of those earnings. So 
far as operations on the Stock Exchange go, it 
looks as if the street accepts and subscribes 
fully to this idea. 
: A Contest Accepted. 

Of course this decision against the company 
will be contested before higher courts, and to 
this extent the chancellor’s verdict is not a 
matter of great consequence. It is beyond 
question that all of companies involved in 
the Reading deal are owned or controlled by 
interests practically identical, ail committed 
to the consolidation idea, all anxious to see it 
successfully effected, and ail having prospec- 
tive profits of large size in carrying out the 
original plan. Thus it is certain that concen- 
tration in some forin, through some agency, 
will be accom plisned. | 

To the average man not directly interested 
in the ups and downs of Wall street quota-

Even in Wall street, the most 
cynical of all centers, there is heard no inti- 
mation reflecting upon the integrity of Chan- 
cellor McGill, But none the less what he de-

surmised the speculators who bought this par- 
ticular advance information got what they 
for; and if that information had had the 
effect which was prophesied for it great sums 
of money would undoubtedly have been made 
out of this traffic in the name of acourt.

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‘ON THE VERGE OF COLLAPSING. 


Jim Hill's Road Leaves the Transconti- 
nental Association—More to Follow. 
The advices from the meeting of the Trans- 
continental Association in New York are still 
conflicting, and hardly amy reliable and au- 
thoritative information can be obtained. It is 
quite evident that Chairman Vining and Vice- 
President Stubbs of the Southern Pacific are 
successfully preventing the members of the 
press from getting the true inwardness of the 
proceedings. ‘The Associated Press dispatches 
take quite a roseate view of the situation and 
appear to be trying to create the impression 
that the Southern Pacific has succeeded in 
subduing all opposition and is having every- 
thing its own way. Private advices received 
here yesterday, however, indicate that there 
is considerable friction among the roads and 
that the association is almost certain to be 
dissolved before next January. 
It is learned that Jim Hill’s Great 
Northern railway had become disgusted with 
the dictatorial position assumed by the South- 
ern Pacific, and at the meeting yesterday 
morning gave the required sixty days’ notice 


of withdrawal from the association. The 


Great Northern expects to complete its line to 
the Pacific coast within the next sixty days 
and it will get out of the association by that 
time, which indicates a determination on its 
part to give the old Transcontinental roads 
quite a whirl. By its control of the principal 
steamboat lines between Duluth and Buffalo, 
and a strong alliance with the Reaumg and 
Lehigh Valley roads east from Buffalo, the 


Great Northern is in a position to make a 
most successful fight for the transcontinental 


business. a 

The Rio Graride Western gave notice of 
withdrawal from the association about a 
month ago and it is the general opinion that 
the Canadian Pacific will do likewise before 
the New York reg tome. is concluded. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 people 
talked loudly about their intention of with- 
drawing from the association before the New 
York meeting was ‘called, but it does not 
transpire that the road opposed any of the 
Southern Pacifie’s demands at New York. 
For some reason or other the Santa Fé seems 
to be disinclined to make trouble, although it 
has more grievances against the Southern Pa- 
cific than any of the other roads. This road 
is evidently holding back to see what will be 
done regarding its demand for authority to

in a United Attack by Central European

Loxpox, Aug. 27.—The cholera has come 
and we are obviously on the very threshold of 
a considerable panic. Thus far the British 
Islands appear not to have assimilated any 
genuine contagion, though we know less 
about several suspicious cases in London and 
one or two English harbor towns than desira- 
ble. But it seems likely that we will be con- 
fronted with the reality within the next few 
days.

REUNION OF CONSEILS GENERAUX, 


The Elections This Year Showed the Re- 
publicans Had Gained Ground. 
[SPEOUAL CABLE. | 

Paris, Aug. 27.—The most important event 
of the week, from a French point of view, has 
been the reunion of the Conseils Generaux, 
which had begun to be held at the end of July. 
The Conseiis Generaux are little departmental 
assemblies which previously used to occupy 
themselves only with the affairs of the severai 
departments, such as looking after roads, 
ports, bridges, asylums, and so on. Now, 
however, these administrative bodies are be- 
ginning, little by little, to develop into polit- 
ical machines. They are, in fact, little parlia- 
ments whose members imitate exactly the 
proceedings in the big Parliament. They 
have learned.the art of, administration, the 
meaning of the budget, and, above all, the 
power of the voter this year. 

The Conseils Generaux are, however, not 
quite so powerful when we come to consider 
that there are eighty-six departments. At the 
first session of a general council in each de- 
partment the President makes a speech, and 
all, or nearly all, the other members say 
something before adjournment. 

The Republican success in the elections of 
July 31, 1891, marks .a political evolution 
which had been going on since 1871, bringing 
the country into line with Republican institu- 
tions. 
and, therefore, has obtained its majority. The 
Conseils Generaux elections have resulted in 
showing that once again the Republicans have 
not only not lost an inch of conquered territory 
but that they have won again in a certain 
number of departments where hitherto the 
majority belonged to the reactionary party.

PREPARE FOR THE SCOURGE, 


Indignation at the Concealment of Cholera 
in Hamburg—Charity Freely Offered to 
All in the Pest-Ridden City—United 
States Consuls Active in Efforts to Pre- 
vent Disease Germs Being Shipped to 
America—Negotiating a Treaty Between 
Germany and Russia. :

Beruin, Aug. 27,—Delegates from all the 
Federal States held a conference at the Home 
Office today on the subject of cholera, The 
President of Police reported that not a single 
ease of Asiatic cholera had yet been certified 
to in Berlin. Statements were read from 
Prof. Koch and Ccunselor Rahts, together 
with a general report covering the whole 
heatth condition of Germany. Both the state- 
ments and the report were reassuring, al- 
though Prof. Koch thinks that the worst 
period of theepidemi2 in Hainburg and Al- 
tona has not yet passed. 

The authorities of Hamburg and Altona 
are blamed for concealing the presence of the 
disease. The first outbreak occurred in Ham 
burg as far back as Aug. 14 and at Altona 
Aug. 19. During a whole week vessels left 
Hamburg under clean bills of health, al- 
though the authorities knew the epidemic was 
daily growing worse. . 

The imperial health office, recognizing the 
value of utmost publicity, is making ar- 
rangements to publish daily a health record 
ot Berlin and other centers, reporting ail 
cases of cholera and kindred diseases. Diar- 
rheal diseases and dysentery, which are 
rather rife here, and which are apt to alarm 
people, will have the especial attention of the 
doctors. : 

Mr. Edwards, the American Consul-General 
here, has taken the necessary steps to keep 
the State Department at Washington informed 
of the situation throughout Germany. The 
health office promises to furnish him with all 
the information it receives. The Consuls 
within Mr. Edwards’ jurisdiction have been 
ordered tu keep a sharp look out and to report 
by cable to Washington without delay any 
casts of cholera occurring in their districts. 
Mr. Charles B. Johnson, the Consul at Ham- 
burg, was visiting Berlin with his family when 
he learned that Hamburg had been attacked. 
He at once returned to his post. 

All Ships Inspected. | 

Scrupulous care is now taken at Bremen 
and Hamburg. The inspection is extending 
not to emigrants alone, but to the crews of 
vessels and all passengers.

Not Be Realized.

Lonpon, Aug. 27.—There seems to have 
been determined efforts nade on the part of 
several newspapers to create a cholera panic

THE PROJECTED YACHT HARBOR. 


The 1,000 European Yachts Coming—Only 
Nine Feet of Water in the St. Lawrence 
River Rapids Canal. 

Before the projecturs of the yacht harbor 
raise their million d llars for spending on the 
construction of a harbor on the Lincoln Park 
shore of the lake for the proper reception 
and entertainment of the European clubs 
coming to this port next year, would it not 
be well for them to set on foot a little investi- 
gation as to the necessity for such a vast 
yacht harbor to contain 800 or 1,000 pleasure 
and racing vessels, and of what use it will be 
when constructed and the million dollars is 
spent. A local paper describing the project 
says: 

The European yacht clubs are made of the 
very best — 4 — nobility and the bloods.” 
The Duke of Bdiuburg will be here, and the 
army of of high rank who will thus visit 
the Fair will leave from G. 000.000 to $4,000,000 in 
this city during their stay, besides the money the 
crews will spend here. uch of this will be left 
on the North t Side. Moreover, this crowd will live 
and sleep on the water and not crowd the city 
hotels. The return to the city for supplies, etc., 
will be very great. This was all thought of and the 
marine interests were dumfounded by the fact that 
in all the water of Lake Michigan there was not 
a — to receive and keep their host on the 
water. :

The State Depart- 
ment has just furnished sonie significant in- 
formation as to the capacity of the waterway 
trom Montreal te Chicago. Ordinarily peo- 
ple consider that the Welland Canal is the 
only obstacle in the way, and that it can be 
easily overcome, as it has adepth of four- 
teen feet. But before these big 4 
yachts get into Lake Ontario there are lon 
stretches of Canadan canals to be trave 
that have an average depth of only nine feet, 
and the department says the contemplated im- 
provernents on them in widening and deepen- 
ing will not be com pleted before the conclusion 
of the World’s Fair. 

The yachts can get to Montreal easily 
enough via Halifax, the Straits of Canso, and 
the Gulf and River St. Lawrence, but then 
their troubles begin.

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FURTY-SEVEN WERE TAKEN FROM 
PARK SHIP MINE. 


Untiring Energy of Rescuers in the Welsh 
Pit Rewarded by Finding Some of Their 
Fellows Alive—Others Known to Be 
Living Are 
Overtook a Few of the Underground 
Workers While Fleeing from It—Pa- 
thetic Scenes at the Pit Mouth. 

Loxpon, Aug. 27.—All night long the volun- 
teer rescuing parties kept up their work at the 
Park Slip pit, the scene of the disastrous ex- 
plosion at Bridgend, Wales, yesterday, and to- 
day forty-seven men were brought to the 
surface, unconscious, but alive. The rescuers 
have communicated by means of rapping with 
fourteen others entombed in the tar workings 
of the mine. 

The rescuers worked with a will, and re- 
moved an enormous quantity of rubbish from 
the mine. At 6 o’clock this morning they had 
penetrated 900 yards into the main shaft. In 
all this distance not a sign of life was discov- 


death had come, Some of the men had died 
in the very act of using their picks. Ten bod- 
ies were recovered of men who did not have 
a second’s warning of the fate hanging over 
them. 

All who were killed in this locality, how- 
ever, had not met with instant death. The 


parently made frantic efforts to escape from 
the pit. They had been frustrated by the fall- 


ring roof of the mine, and their bodies were 


terribly mutilated. Crushed to death, they 
were swept over by the raging fire that burned 


arms, legs, and heads, that had not been pro- 
tected by the fallen earth, were horribly 
burned. 

The rescuers are divided into reliefs, 
impossible for any of the volunteers to work 
for any length of time, as the mine is filed 


the effects of the heavy work they have done 
since yesterday morning, but they work with 
unflagging energy. 

It is thought that the bodies of the men who 
were working in the inner recesses of the 
mine will never be recovered. 

Voices Behind the Fallen Earth. 

While a band of rescuers was working its 
way further into the pit a sound was heard 
that caused the workmen suddenly to suspend 
operations. Eagerly listening, they waited a 
repetition of the sound. Soon it came, low 
and weak, but in sufficient volume to make 
the rescuers know that somebody behind 
the fallen rock and earth was alive. With a 
hearty cheer in response the rescuers again 
bent to their task with renewed energy. Word 
was passed to the pit-mouth and the welco me 
intelligence spread around the district that 
some of the imprisoned miners were yet alive 
and that they would be saved. 

In a short time there was a scene of the 
wildest excitement about the pit-mouth. Wom- 
en and childten who had stood about all day 
yesterday waiting to see if the bodies of, hus- 
bands and fathers would be brought to the 
surface ran to the pit, and in eager, strained 
voices asked the officials if the news was true. 
When assured that someof the men were sure- 
ly alive the scene was about as affecting as 
that of yesterday, when everybody believed 
that all in the mine had met theirdeath. Some 
of the women fell on their knees and prayed 
that their husbands might be among those 
whose lives had been spared. Others, still 
doubting the good news, stood perfectly still 
and gazed with fixed eyes on the burned and 
blackened mouth of the pit as though they ex- 
8 to see the supposed lost men emerge 
rom it. 


Answers from the Entombed Men. 

Far below the surface of the ground the 
sturdy rescuers continued their difficult task. 
Slowly they dug their way forward, careful 
ever that the débris did not fall upon them. 
At last they determined to change their mode 
of operation, and to dig a sort of tunnel. 
Creeping, and sometimes lying flat on their 
stomachs, they advanced while those behind 
kept the tunnel clear. For many yards they 
thus dug forward, cheered and encouraged by 
the sounds heard now and then, showing the 
survivors knew they were appoaching. 

At last the separating bank of rock and 
earth fell inward and the rescuers, still crawl- 
ing, entered an open space in which were 


who had been imprisoned since yesterday 
morning. It wasas though the grave had 
given up its dead. The rescuers found that 
most of their comrades had been badly in- 
jured and burned. So serious, indeed, is their 
condition that special arrangements will have 
to be made to get them from the pit. Slings 
and other appliances were hastily, yet care- 
fully, prepared to raise the saved men from 
the pit, 

The afterdamp is so bad that the work of 
rescue is often retarded, the volunteers being 
driven out of the excavations until the air im- 
proves. Itissaid that some of the impris- 
oned men were unconscious when found, 
while others were in a dazed condition. The 
women about the pitmouth are becoming dis- 
tracted, and are begging with wild impatience 
for the officials to hurry the work of rescue. 
They fear that some further accident will hap- 
pen and again imprison the men. 

Thirty-nine Brought to the Surface, 

At 1:30 o’clock thirty-nine of the imprisoned 
miners had been rescued and brought to the 
pithead, When they were recognized by 
their wives, mothers, or other relatives they 
were franticaily embraced and kissed again 
and again. Their arrival at the surface, 
though it brought joy to many hearts, brought 
deep sorrow and despair to others. 
It was painful to witness the 
looks of hopelessness and despair 
on the faces of some of the women ard chil- 
dren when they saw their husbands and fathers 
were not among the rescued. Sadly they 
turned away, and with heavy hearts walked to 
their homes. Their despair was not hopeless, 
however, for the rescue of thirty-nine men 
led to the belief that perhaps others in the far 
workings of tne pit had escaped and were 
awaiting the coming of their rescuers, The 
work of clearing the galleries is being pushed 
as rapidly as the atmosphere of the pit will 
permit. . 

One of the rescued miners said: “ Kighteen 
of us got together in a level after the explo- 
sion. We could hear the flames roaring 
through the mine. After a time we tried to 
get out, but were driven back by the 
sulphur fumes. Three of the men thought 
they would rush through the level. They 
crawled and picked their way until they 
reached a comparatively clear space, when 
they started torun. They had gone only a 
short distance when all three were overcome 
by the gas and fell. It was impossible to save 
them, and they died where they fell.“ 

Late this afternoon another rescuing party 
saved eight more of the imprisoned miners. 
The volunteer rescuers stated that they have 
signalled a party of imprisoned men, who, by 
knocking on the barriers, told that there were 
fourteen of thém waiting for the rescuing 
party to dig them out. |

in contact with any grade of society it is 
treated with a deference due the exalted em- 
inence it may attain on short notice. 

Great care is observed in its manufacture 
to prevent an outbreak, and also to preserve 
the anatomical details of the men who do the 
work. The workmen and their families, who 
generally live close by, carry their lives in 
their hands, and so adept do they become 
that they can carry it in either hand desired. 
During the day the men work in the mill and 
put in the night wondering what will happen 
before morning. 

As a rule » manufacturing plant is one large 
building in which the work is done, but with 
dynamite it is different. The process is con- 


ducted in a number of small, cheap buildings 


scattered over a wide expanse of territory. 
Sometimes one or more of them are scattered 
over the adjacent township. Dynamite is mi- 
gratory as well as clannish in its habits, and 
if one building starts the others are liable to 
be overcome with an irresistible desire to ac- 
company it. 

Unusual care is exercised in the selection of 
workmen. A man with palpitation of the 
heart could not get a job, as the jolts of his 
fluttering organ might lead to a sensational 


catastrophe. And yet their pay is no more than 


they would get for making plows. 

Housewives living near the works also use 
great caution and put up their winter fruit in 
tin pails, as the smallest jar might cause a 
frightful disaster. One-half the world doesn’t 
know how the other half lives. ) 

A careful analysis of dynamite shows that 
it is composed mainly of ingredients. This 
will be cheerful intelligence to those who 
thought it was made of something more com- 
plex and therefore harder to grasp. It is com- 
paratively easy to understand -the making of 
the stuff, but the trouble has been, and al- 
ways will be, to divine its subsequent inten- 
tions in time to make one’s self as remote as 
possible. 

The ingredients are nitrate of soda, wood 
pulp, sulphuric and nitric acid, and glycerine 
oil. A mixture of the acids and oil forms 
nitro-glycerine—the explosive the soda and 
wood pulp making an absorbent to contain 
the liquid earthquake. Nitro-glycerine in the 
form of dynamite retains ite explosive powers 
in full, while the absorbent facilitates hand- 
ling and lessens the liability of premature 
death. 

Dynamite is not near so feverish as nitro- 
glycerine, and, for this reason, the workmen 
are intensely polite in their demeanor toward 
the last- named quality. 

The nitrate of soda and wood pulp are first 
prepared. Equal quantities of both are thor- 
oughly mixed in a machine like the pugmill 
used in bricxyards. There is no danger in 
this department, and the man who does the 
work ean think of something else at the time. 
This machine is run by power which comes 
from an engine as far away as it is possible 
to locate it from the works. The engine house 
is placed near the frontier, otherwise the en- 

ineer could not get an insurance policy. on 
is life. When in proper condition the pulp 
is taken to the mixing house. 

It is in the mixing of the nitro-glycer- 
ine that the greatest danger is incurred, 
and it requires a man with a cool head and 
a thorough knowledge of his business. 
The mixture of acids is twothirds sul- 
phuric and one-third nitric, and its ac- 
tion takes piace in an underground lead- 
lined tank as far removed from the 
busy haunts of man as possible. It 
is then conducted to the glycerine house, 
where a mixture of 80 per cent oil and 20 per 
cent acids is made in a tank. Cold water is 
kept moving in the lead coils in the tank dur- 
ing the mixing process, and the utmost care is 
exercised to prevent disaster, 

While this is going on the man in charge 
slips away a mile or so to breathe lest he pre- 
cipitate trouble for himself, At the proper 
time the mixture is drawn off into another 
tank, where the innate cussedness of the 
acids is chemically imparted to the heretofore 
barmiess glycerine. ‘The.sulphuric acid initi- 
ates the process, and is reeovered in bulk 
with its system somewhat enervated. The 
nitric, in expelling the oxygen and hydrogen 
and contributing the deadly nitrogen, is de- 
composed and lost forever, but its works will 
live in the memory of man, as per West 
Berkeley. ; 

When ready for the trip the now nitro- 
glycerine is respectfully escorted to the sep 
arating room, where the acid is recovered 
from the mixture. In the separating room 
the stuff stauds in cool tanks, where the ex- 
plosive rises to the top after the manner of 
oil, and is run off through rubber pipes, em- 
bedded in downy sawdust, tothe mixing de- 
partment, while the acid is conducted to the 
regaining works. 

some chemical process the sulphuric is 
separated from the retuse of the nitric acid 
and can be used again. There is no particu- 
lar danger attached to this department, but 
the noxious vapors evolved are something 
long to be remembered. 

In the mixing department the pulp is 
dumped into a large wooden pan, the nitro- 
glycerine is poured in, and the stuff stirred 
with a long-handled wooden rake. Ihe quan- 
tity of glycerine used depends on the grade 
of the dynamite turned out. When thorough- 
ly mixed the dynamite is taken to the pack- 
ing room and made into cartridges known as 
the giant powder of commerce. 

The packers sit at a table, each witha 
wooden hod in front of him, into which the 
yellowish, greasy mixture is shoveled with a 
wooden scoop. A tin funnel fits under the 
mouth of the hod, the horn of the funnel run- 
ning through a hole in thetubes. The packer 
takes a paper cartridge in his left hand and 
draws it over the horn of the funnel from be- 
low. Then he fills the funnel with dynamite, 
and, taking a wooden rammer in his right 


Hand, he punches the stuff into the shell un- 


til it is firm and solid, after which he folds 
in the open end of the cartridge and tosses it 
into a box. 

The cartridge in size and shape resembles 
the ordinary saloon sausage, and weighs half 
a pound. When finished the dynamite is 
—— in boxes and stored away in magazine 

ouses for shipment. Sometimes, however, it 
grows impatient and doesn’t wait to be

ut dynamite is not so easily exploded as 
some people think. It can be placed on an 
anvil and pounded with a sledge, thrown into 
the fire and burned, or dumped over a cliff and 
it will not explode, sometimes. If 
struck by lightning it will go off, and so will 
other things less nervous. Friction heat is 
the means employed to touch off dynamite 
for biasting or revolutionary purposes, and a 
fuse and percussion cap are used. 

The cartridge is opened at oneend anda 
small hole made in the dynamite, into which 
1s placed a piece of common tarred fuse with 
& copper cap on the end of it. Then you leave 
word with an expert astronomer to locate 722 
possible remains, light tne other end of the 
fuse, compose a neat, dying exclamation, and 
run in any desired direction.

Registry Law in Ontario. 

Curcaao, Aug. 27.—{Editor of The Tribune.}—I 
see a great deal has been written in the city 
dailies on the subject of forged titles and the 
modus operandi of registration. The plan which 
has been suggested is to make fewer notaries, ofa 
higher grade, alluwing them to ¢harge a higher 
fee for taking acknowledgements, Now, as I un- 
derstand the registration laws of this state. any 
instrument execated out of the state and ac- 
knowledged by a notary public of that foreign 
state would be received here for registration, and 
if the standing of the notaries is to be purified it 
will be necessary to adapt the law to every state 
in the Union. so I cannot see a 8 which 
would effectually stamp out forgery which would 
come from that source. | 

I practiced law in the Province of Ontario from 
1864 for about twenty youn and a registry law 
came into force there Jan. 1, 1566, which has been 
successful in operation ever since, and I do not 
know of a singie forged title under that act. The 
form is a simple one and works well in that prov- 
ince and is now in force. 1 Revised Statutes 
of Ontario. Chap. 114, . 6, “All instru- 
ments,other than grants from the cro and wills, 
shall be registered by the d it of the al 
instroment or by the t ofa duplicate or 
other original part thereof, with all necessary af- 
fidavits with the Registrar of the county in which 
the lands are situated.“ The necessa roof for 
registration is laid down in Sec, 36 of the same 
act. In case of an instrument other than a will 
or grant from the crown, asubscribing witness to 
the instrament shall, in an avit, set forth his 
name, residence, calling, or obe i full, 
swearing to the following facts: First. of the ex- 
ecution of the instrument; second, the place of 
execution ; third, that he knew the — to the 
instrument; fourth. that he is a subscribing wit- 
ness thereto.”’ 

Now, the deed, mortgage, contract, satisfaction, 
or other instrument necessary for record, after 
being properly attested and sworn to by a sub- 
scri witness, is taken to the registry office 
and is with the istrar depasited, who enters 
the same in a book kept for that purpose, similar 
to bovks kept in this State, enter on the back 
of the instrument the book, ge, date and hour 
of filmg. Ifthe owner of land or mortgagee or 
other person wishes a copy he ¢an, at the time of 
executing the origisal, have it executed in dupli- 
cate and the strar will certify on the back of 
such original. The duplicate original or the or- 
iginal instrument is filed and deposited wit 

ese Original instruments are deposited 
numbered according to numbers, consecutively, 
ina vauit in the Registrar's office. If a title

FAVORED BY DAME NATURE. 


Many Attractions of Beach and Woods 
Around Lake Winnebago. 

MenasHa, Wis., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—A 
pretty place for the past three weeks has been 
Brighton Beach, where a dozen camps have 
been pitched. Nature seemed to show 
partiality in lavishing its choicest material on 
this favored spot, and it is yet almost un- 
touched bythe hand of man.

This 
three miles of beach faces the entire sweep of 
the lake, a distance of over thirty miles. 

The place called Brighton Beach is to the 
west, while at the other extremity of the three 
miles is a handsome spot which was bought 
last fallby Mr. Peabody of Appleton fora 
summer resort. Although this beach has had 
a wide reputation in the neighboring cities as 
a bathing resort, until this year it has not 
been used as a summer resort. Several cot- 
tages were built on the Peabody place and a 
number of camps were set up in which a party 
of over thirty from Appleton spent the greater 
part of the summer months. Supt. Beil of 
Green Bay with his family and several others 
from that city had his car at the beach and 
spent two weeks a short time ago. Mr. Beil, 
with several capitalists from Chicago, has 
been contemplating buying this property and 
erecting a $25,000 summer house for the uc- 
commodation of ‘travelers and pleasure-seek- 
ers.

Astronomers of earth, all hail! We have read 
your questions, and now answer them. You ask 
how it comes that we use your language. We are 
much further advanced in science than you are. 
We antedate your sphere, countless though the 
ages it has existed, by millions of ages more. You 
ask concerning our historical records. Our 
sphere, like yours, has passed through hundreds 
of trying ordeals of flood and flame. But now it 
has reached maturity. Its frame is set, its 
crust has thickened, its central fires con- 
tracted, its surface smoothed, its atmosphere 
purified. It is 100,000 of our ears—more 
than twice that number of yours—since the last 
convulsion — 9 our race. In the long 
tranquillity that has succeeded we have matured 
in art and science. We have watched you for 
200,000 years. During that time we have seen no 
less thau eight convulsions swerp across the sur- 
face, blot out your records. depopulate your 
races, leaving the rude and uncultivated mount- 
aineers to begin the ceaseless struggle again. 
We witnessed your last convalsion through our 
telescope 6,000 years ago. Durtug the long period 
of rest p ing—a period of 20,000 years —we 
held constant and iutimate communication with 
you. Since convuision wé signaled to you no 
more, for yuur astronomical optical science was 
dead, till fifty years ago, since which time we 
signaled with lights, hoping to attract 
your attention and aid you with new methods of 
science.

INSURANCE NEWS.

Of late the subject of ex- 
penses has been taken up more earnestly. During 
the week there was a great deal of talk concern- 
ing the extensive commissions paid to local agen 
There is an organization of companies called the 
* Union,” the main purpose of which is, by 
agreement, to keep the commission paid to local 
gents to a point not exceed 15 per cent. 
Prior to twenty-five years ago the commission 
paid to local agents was 10 per cent, and yet the 


ble then, because it was of so much smaller mag- 
nitude than it is now. A great many companies 
to secure some advantage over their competitors 
are paying 2 per cent and 25 percent. in some 
cases even as high as 0 per cent. P 

It is the sentiment of a great many men in the 
business that a reform in this matter is neces- 


mission sho 15 per cent. In support of 
that belief they advance the argument that com- 
panies which object to the 15 per cent commission 
cannot be said to be carrying ont the general 
avowed purpose of insurance companies, to act 
as a trustee of the public, collecting premiums 
equitable from all, and distribute the same to the 
losers, less asmall margin for the labor and 
a compensation for the risk of capital. 
As the business has developed it has become 
uite obvious to many compenies that there 
should be a difference in the rate of commission 
paid on different classes of risks, It is poin 
out that an agent should not receive the same 
amount of commission on $200 in premiums 
which he gets on one manufacturing or mercan- 
tile establishment, where the business can be 
done in a few hours, as he should on $200 in pre- 
miums on twenty small risks. such as dwelling- 
houses, which takes him five days to secure and 
handle. He has at least five times as much labor 
in the latter.case, and the compenies have much 
smaller losses on dwelling-house business than 
they have on the mercantile, and manufacturing 
risks, as is clearly evident in the great difference 
they make in the rates, the average mercantile 
and manufacturing risk being charged for in pre- 
miums more than five times as much as 
the same amount of insurance costs on a dwell- 
ing-house. But many of the companies insist in 
maintaining the uniform rate of commission on 
all classes of risks notwithstanding the fact that 
$10,000 in premiums on dwelling-hbouses 
will make on the average not to exceed 
84.500 in losses, and, as expenses go at 
present, $3,500 expenses, leaving $2,000 for profit. 
The argument is made, and it seems a good one, 
that on the mercantile and manufacturing risks 
$10,000 in premiums will cost $7,000 in losses and 
expenses, or but a trifle less than dwelling-house 
business, so that figuring them at $2,500 it would 
leave $00 profit on $10,000 premiums ia the latter 
class of risks, as against $2,000 in the other class, 
showing that the graduated commissions would 
be fair to companies and agents. There is a strong 
feeling that the rate of agents’ commission on 
mercantile and manufacturing risks should be 
cut down to 10 per cent, and on dwelling and 


creased to 20 per cent, and as the latter class does 
not represent one-fourth as much in premiums as 
the other class the saving in commissson would 
be very great to the companies. It has been sug- 
gested that the extensive compensation paid to 
managers and general agents should come in for 
a share of the criticism. This branch of the 
whole subject has not been talked of much. 
There are fifty or more managers and general 
agents in Chicago. The majority are able busi- 
ness-men. who would no doubt command large 
compensation in lines of business other than fire 
insurance. Some of the most important men on 
the street believe that the company’s method of 
paying their general agents might be profitably 
altered. The present custom is generally a large 
salary and a small commission on profits. or a 
large gross commission, out of which the repre- 
sentatives’ business expenses are paid, and in ad- 
dition a commission on the profits. It is argued 
that if they received no more from any company 
than 25 per cent gross commission and a smu 
commission on net profits their expenses would 
eoon be reduced, even though their gross commis- 
sion was expected to provide for agents’ commis- 
sion, taxes, and all other expenses. It would cost 
him 10 per cent for taxes, traveling expenses, of- 
fice rent, etc., and he would not therefore be in 
a position to pay agents 25 and 30 per cent, as is 
done in allthe small towns in C County out- 
side of the old city limits and the many other 
cities and towns all through the country by some 
companies. 


The following circular of suggestions as to 
the care of K „ after a fire 
has been issued: Reme r. the property is still 
your own and proceed to care for it as if you had 
no insurance. Bear in mind that the insurance 
companies are only interested in the amount of 
loss caused by the fire; that they have no inter- 
est in the undamaged: property remaining; and 
that the insured property cannot be abandoned 
to the companies as in the case of a wrecked 
vessel. Sweep or scoop up water standing on 
floor. If you can get sawdust use it freely to dry 
up floors. Turn onthe steam in heating pires. 
If steam pipes have been broken plug the break 
and disconnect damaged part, using steam on re- 
mainder of system. Damaged stock must be 
handled quickly as possible. Pick out all dry 
stock, using as many operatives as can be used to 
advantage, keeping account of. time of all so oc- 
cunied. If you have dryers put wet stock on them 
at once and dry thoroughly. Damaged stock. if 
piled out of doors, should be protected from the 
weather by tarpaulins. Wet machinery, especially 
cards, should have prompt attention. fr ecard 
clothing is wet run the cards, if possible, first 
sifting on sone whiting. To dry top flats hang 
some scantli from overhead, making a rack to 
lay them on. ‘Tarn them once a day while drying. 
Bright or polished metal parts of machines 
should be wiped dry and given a good coat of 
lard oil. Treat thus all spindles, fliers. rings, 
travelers, fluted rolle, doffer combs, and other 
varts likely torust. Reeds and heddles should 
be wiped dry and greased. Cotton harnesses and 
wooden race-boards wiped dry at once. H the 
sprinklers have opened replace them at once. If 
there are no extra heads on hand plug openings 
s0 as to get water on pipes again as soon as pos- 
sible. Inen wire the parties who put the sprink- 
lers in to send new heads at once. This should 
not be necessary, as extra heads should always be 
kept on hand. Damaged cloth or yarn will prob- 
ably require special treatment. Jase your best 
judgment to prevent further damage. The above 
suggestions are offered as a guide to agents and 
superintendents of manufacturing property, not 
because it is supposed that they are ignorant of 
the proper protection of plants under their care, 
but for the reason that many instances have come 
to our ndtice when, by abandonment of property 
after a fire, loss has been sustained beyond the 
actual fire loss.” 


_ Referring to the meeting of eletrical insur- 
ance experts, held in the board room of the New 
York Board of Fire Underwriters last week, the 
Electrical World says; The present state of 
electrical insurance inspection is extremely un- 
satisfactory, aud this is largely due to the non- 
uniformity of rules and methods When one in- 
spector ugder one set of rules can pass work that 
another inspector under his rules would have to 
condemn, the result can only be to bring electrio- 
al insurance inspection into disrepute generally, 
and render the duties of the inspectors difficult 
and disagreeable to perform. The insurance com- 
panies should welcome a measure that will put 
all electrical riske under one set of efficient and 
authoritative rules, and the insured, however he 
may object otherwise, will be inclined to lend a 
favorable ear to the electrical inspector armed 
with rules that cannot be gainsaid. Perhaps the 
greatest boon will be to the reputable electric 
light contractors who are now harrowed by the 
different sets of rules in force and who, under the 
healthy system the new régime would inaugurate. 
would have some protection from the hordes of 
incapables now doing shameful electrical work. 
Mr, Goddard is to congratulated upon the 
work he has inaugurated, and the various insur- 
ance associations and companies will, it is hoped 
speedily adopt the uniform set of rules to be re.

Dr, Keeley Hits Back at Them in the Lon- 
don Lancet.“ 

Tue Trrecne published recently an account 
of the treatment accorded to Dr. Leslie E. 
Keeley by Dr. Norman C. Kerr, the President 
of the Society for the Study of Inebriety, and 
commented on the same, It now prints the 
text of Dr. Keeley’s letter to the editor of the 
Lancet in reply to the animadversions of Kerr 
and Usher:

1 As to my remedies, Dr. Kerr, in his speech 
(The Lancet, p. 107), said that my remedy “ was 
very dangerous and was compounded of a number 
of poisonous intoxicants.’’ Yet a few minutes 
later Dr. Kerr produced a careful analysis”’ 
— 3 ees which proved that my remedy con- 
tain nothi more poisohous than 27.55 per 
cent of alcohol. It is aot necessary for me to 
waste time in comment upon such erazy asser- 


3. Dr. Kerr’s society passed a unanimous reso- 
lution condemning the use of my remedy for in- 
ebriates on the ground that it contained 27.55 per 
cent of alcohol.

Substitate for German Silver. 

A silver bronze alloy, designed as a substitute 
for German silver, and intended especially for 
rod, sheet, and wire purposes, is now made, the 
composition consisting of little more than two- 
thirds copper, with certain proportions of 
manganese, “aluminum, silicon, and zinc. This 
alloy is represented as havi a. tensile 
strength of about 57,000 poun on small 
bars and 20 per cent elongation, and has been 
rolled into thin plate, and drawn into wire of 
0.008m. in diameter, The electrical resistance of 
the article is stated to be higher than that of 
German silver, and the expectation is that it will 
prove to be a material the resistance of which 
will afford the. electrician better and cheaper 
wire for the rheostat than any other alloy. It 
seems that the difficulties attending the casting, 
este, of a pure 2 bronze have 
thus been surmounted by introducing 
into the alloy a small percentage 
of 8 addition of 1 per cent of this 
metal to the alloy converting it m tae most 
refractory in the casting process to the most sat- 
isfactory in this respect. The addition of the 
aluminum also insures an alloy of much greater 
nou-corrodibility than either German or nickel 
silver. and, with the good results attending the 
introduction of silicon and ziuc, in the propor 
of 5 per cent of the former and 13 of the latter, a 
decided success is achieved.

STRANGE TOUR OF AN OLD SHOE. 


It Has Been All Over the United States 
and Is Still Traveling. 

Madison, Wis., Aug. . 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }—An old, badly-worn shoe passed 
through Madison in the United States mail 
Monday. An old shoe, with half of the sole 
worn off and holes in the uppers, 1s a rather 
unusual thing to find in the mail, but this had 
traveled tho of miles and not one cent 
of postage had been paid on it. It is proba- 
bly still traveling, as it was sent on from here. 

There are about 200 tags tied to the holes 
for the lacings, and something like 150 of them 
have the stamps of different postoffices on 
them, together with inscriptions by different 
postal clerks. 

The shoe came to Madison from Minneapo- 
lis, to Minneapolis from St. Paul, to St. Paul 
from Seattle, to Seattle from Portland, to 
Portland from San Francisco, to San Fran- 
cisco from Honolulu, to Honolulu from San 
Francisco, It is hard to trace its course be- 
fore but it has the stamps of any number 
of ces on it, among them being those at 
Oakland, Salt Lake City, Denver, Omaha, and 
any number of cities in the Kast and some in 
the South. : 

Where it has gone from Madison is not 
positively known. When it was found in the 
mail-pouch it was thrown to oneside. Later 
one of the clerks picked it up and discovered 
the distance it had traveled. He read some 
of the inscriptions, added one, and threw it 
into a mail-pouch, the one that happened to 
be nearest at the time. It went east, but the 
= destination of the pouch he does not 

now. 

The shoe was started from Boston by one 
of the postal clerks there—the first tag shows 

there is a request that it be returned 
there. The idea probably was to see how far 
it would travel, and if it ever does get back it 
will undoubtedly have covered more territory 
than any other one shoe ever did before. But 
it may not get back to the man who started 
it on its journey. As no postage is paid on 1% 
any postal clerk may keep it as a souvenir, 
but so far it seems to have been a point of 
honor with all to keep it going. 

When it is stop somewhere the inscrip- 
tions and postmarks will give the record of 
its journey, and an interesting one it should

BERNHARDT IN SALOME.” 


Gorgeous Costumes She Will Wear in Oscar 
i Wilde’s One-Act Play. 

The costume which Mme, Sarah Bernhardt 
will wear in Oscar Wilde’s one-act play, 
‘* Salomé,”’ has been designed by Mr. Walter 
Pritchard. It consists of two parts, the long, 
tlowig underrobe being of cloth of gold of 
splendid texture. This golden undergarment 
is hand-embroidered all over with large pale 
blue and salmon-colored flowers with pearl 
centers, of delicate shape outlined with gold. 
Over this foundation hangs a shorter robe of 
brilliant yellow silk gauze, also embroidered 
with huge flowers with jeweled centers. 

Mme. Bernhardt has departed from the de- 
sign submitted to her, and will not have long 
sleeves linked together with jewels. Her arms 
having of late become plump and round, she 
has decided to wear short-draped sleeves flow- 
ing from the shoulder, where they will be held 
by two crescent mooas of leather, richly 
jeweled. ‘the robe is crossed over the bust 
by straps about two inches wide, of jewelled 
and painted chamois leather, the colors used 
being principally red, yellow, Persian blu 
and salmon. The girdle, which is worn droop 
ing low from the hips, is made in shape like 
two huge half moons of chamois leather, 
painted and jeweled in colors, and with a 
deep * graduated gold fringe outlining the 
whole, each strand having a drooping jewel 
hanging from its tip. The richness, of color 
in this girdle is remarkable, and Mr. Pritch- 
ard has been completely successful in har- 
monizing his tints with those of the Parisian 
designer of the costume. 

The most remarkable portion of the robe 
is the cloak which hangs from the shoulders. 
It is of huge dimensions, bemg quite twelve 
The material is asort of green- 
ish blue silk, 
large as a man’s hand, and glowing with bar- 
baric tints of blue and green, salmon and yel- 
low, each flower having jeweled centers. This 
cloak is lined throughout with cloth of - gold, 
and all round the edge is a fringe, eighteen 
inches deep, of roped silk, each strand almost 
as thick as one’s finger. This fringe repeats 
the coloring of the embroidered flowers, and 
is hung by a painted and jeweled leather 
strap from the left shoulder to the right hip. 
The head-dress is of early Jewish design, and 
is made of leather, painted in rich colors, 
and neavily jeweled. Over each ear hang 
deep medallions of gold, with tapering fringes 
of.pearls, that droop low down over the ears. 
The barbaric nature of this tiara is well car- 
ried out, and is most becoming to Mme. 
Bernhardt’s mobile features.—The Players.

Mme. Nordica at once began her study, 
under direction of Herr Kneise, the festival 
chorusmaster, and—although no information 
of her having done so has yet reached this 
country—her appearance in at least the last 
representation this season of Tannhäuser 
is practically assured. 

Although Frau Wagner’s whimsical and in- 
discriminate choice of singers during the last 
two seasons has rendered an invitation to sing 
at the festival less of a compliment than it 
was when the master lived, Mme. Nordica 
may nevertheless feel gratified and honored, 
especially since she is the first artist from 
America—or from England either, for that 
matter—who has been invited to appear in 
the Bayreuth festival performances. 


VON BULOW MAKES UP WITH VERDI. 


Text of the Composer’s Letter of Reply to 
the Erratic Hans. 

When Von Bulow was in Italy some months 
ago, he wrote a letter to Verdi in which he 
„took back’ all the unkind things he had 
ever said of the Italian composer, praised 
him and his works, and promised to be good 
forever after. It was knuwn at that time that 
Verdi had replied in generous terms of kind- 
liness to the communication from the erratic 
Hans, but the text of his letter has now for 
the first time been given to the public, It is 
as follows: 

Most Estebmed  Maestro—You have com- 
mitted no fault, and neither repentance nor abso- 
lution can be spoken of. If your present opin- 
ion differs from your former orinion you have 
done well to say so, though I should never have 
compiained. And then—who knows?—perhaps 
you were right before. However that may be, 
your unexpected letter—a letter from a musician 
of such importance in the musical world—has 
given me great pleasure, not on account of 
sonal ambition, but because its me that 
highly pore artists can judge without the prej- 
udice of nationality, schools or time. 5

BLACKMAILING ROYAL VISITORS. 


Why Foreign Royalties Fight Shy of Queen 
Victoria’s Hospitalities. 

New York Recoraer: A number of presents, 
consisting of jeweled snuff boxes, rings, and 
scarf pins, have reached Windsor from Bucha- 
rest as souvenirs of the Roumanian King’s 
recent visit to the English court. Moreover, 
a sum of money amounting to some eight 
thousand dollars has likewise been received 
for distribution among the various royal serv- 
ants at Windsor Castle and Bucki ani 
Palace, the snuff boxes and the dogs — 
destined for the Lord Chamberlain, the Lo 
Steward, and the other high dignitaries of 
Queen Victoria’s household. : 

It is this species of heavy tax upon the 
purse which renders foreign sovereigns and 
royal peisonages so very chary about accept- 
ing the hospitalities of her British Majesty. 

Tam partectly aware that. Queen Victoria 
has the reputation of being most inhospitable, 
owing to the fact that whenever foreign poten- 
tates come to Eugland they invariably put up 
at hotels. 

Their action in so doing, however, is not 
because the Queen is not ready to receive 
them as her guests, but because they them- 
selves do not desire to be subjected to the 
heavy expenses which a stay at one of the 
royal palaces entails. 

Both the Queen and her husband, the late 
Prince Consort, repeatedly endeavored to 
remedy this scandalous practice on the part 
of the officials of the royal household in tax- 
ine foreign guests for gratuities and presents. 

0 pourboires, however, are regarded by 
the people attached to the English court as 
their perquisites, to which they are entitled 
by usage and tradition, and they resent any 
attempt to put a check upon the system as an 
attack upon their vested interests. 

When the late King of Holland visited En- 
gland with his wife to attend the marriage of 
his sister-in law with the Duke of Albany he 
spent four days at buckingham Palace, and it 
is estimated that his brief sojourn under the 
Queen of England’s roof on that occasion cost 
him, in presents to the various members of 
the household, a sum of $18,000, while the 
Emperor of Russia, whose visit some years 
previously lasted a week, had actually to 
spend some $60,000 in presents, 

Under such circumstances as this it is not 
astonishing that foreign royalties should fig 
shy of the costly hospitalities of the Queen of 
Great Britain and prefer thereto even the 
most expensive hotels.

THE FINE ARTS. 


Fifty thousand people are estimated to have 
attended the free art loan exhibition held at No. 
73 Allen street, New York, between June 20 and 
July 31, under the auspices of the University Set- 
tlement Society, with the object of enlightening 
the inabitante of the tenement district. One 
hundred pictures were shown, and each vis- 
itor was invited to write on a slip of paper 
the name of the picture he considered to 
be the best. These votes were counted at the 
close of the exhibition and the result showed 
Kowalski’s Polish Wedding Feast to have 
been the favorite and J. G. Browns Lost Child” 
the second in the estimation of the people who 
voted, One of the most assiduous of the visitors 
was a litle daughter of a widowed washwuman. 
She went each day and sketched the pictures 
until she had done the entire collection. She 
hopes to become an artist.

Popularity may or may not be a test of art- 
istic merit, but it is certain that in the case just 
mentioned the judgment of these people does not 
differ widely from that which might be expected 
from a more favored or a more enlightened 
public. Artiste are apt to contend that popu- 
larity is not a test of merit, as sentiment 
and an extravagant admiration for tricky effect 
form too great a part in the make-up of popular 
judgment. Yet it can scarcely be maintained 
that a work of art which requires a strong mental 
effort on the part of the observer before he can 
understand it has greater merit than one which 
is more réadily comprehended. A great work is 
generally appreciated by all classes, and its qual- 
ities are usually such as place it in the golden 
mean between a popular success and a succes 
d’estime. 

One thing is also certain that a work which 
produces a striking effect at first sight is seldom 


le and 


one which will stand the test of long acquaint- 


ance. A picture in which all is on the surface 
and may be seen at the first glance will not 
“wear” as one which, although at first it may 
appear less „nas in it the quality of 
“growing on one, due to the fact that the 
sum of thonght expended upon it by the 
artist cannot have its effect at once. 
The canvas or marble may be said to have ab- 
sorbed the théught of the artist, as poor conduct- 
ing substance absorbs heat in the day and con- 
tinues to give it off after the sun has set, while a 
more rapid conductor will quickly become cold. 


Under the heading of An Algerian Pom- 
peii the Chronique des Arts of Paris gives an 


interesting account of a rgined city existing in 


the present department of Constantine, Algiers. 
It is the City of Tingad, constructed in the first 
century of the Christian era, destroyed by the 
Moors in thé sixth, and afterwards shaken 
by an earthquake. It was at first a 
Roman military colony and the camp 
of the famous Third Legion of Augustus, and 
later became a city of pleasure like Pompeii, 
which it greatly.resembies. As in the latter city, 
the pavement of the streets worn by the wheels 
of chariots, a forum ornamented with statues, 
shops, temples, tribunals of commerce, a theater 
capable of seating a large audience, with its ele- 
vated tiers of seats, stage, and public and stage 
eutrances, besides a fine system of sewers, fount- 
ains, residences, a market with granite 
tables in place are still in a good state of pvreser- 
vation. Towards the sonthwest the town is dom- 
inated by a temple of colossal dimensions, erected 
on a hill. It was dedigated to Jupiter, and an 
altar and fragments ofſa colossal statue, and cap- 
itals of the columns which determined ite dimen- 
sions have been uncovered by the excavations. 
which are at present being made under the French 
Department of Fine Arts. The main street is 
paved and ornamented with several triumphal 
arches. One, pierced by three doors, was erected 
by Trajan in 100 A. D., apd is still complete and 
standing. It is in an almost perfect state of 
preservation. There is also a Byzantine fort, a 
large citadel hastily built by the troops 
of Solomon, the successor of Belisarius, 
with the debris of the ancient city. The Minister 
of Fine Arts, M. Bourgeois, visited the ruins last 
May, and the work ot excavating will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and interesting archeologi- 
cal finds may be expected.

The Alliance 
party has nominated a full State ticket and 
Congressmen in every district in the State. 
As the former claim only about 30 per cent of 
the white vote the negroes hold the baiance of 
power, instead of not being a factor in poli- 
tics as heretofore. They are going to vote 
this time, as both parties want them, and ap- 
parently they are going to make their votes 
pay. The Republicans have decided to put 
no candidate in the field, and the negro is in 
clover. The Atlanta correspondent of the 
N. V. World says that the negro leaders are 
following on the heels of the Democratic and 
third party men, offering their influence to 
the highest bidders, and as they believe the 
Democrats have the bulk .of the money they 
are talking loudly for the Democracy. But 
they are a slippery lot, as is shown by the fol- 
lowing account of an election held in the little 
town of Glasscock last week: The election 
was on Monday. Saturday the Democrats 
contracted and paid for about 200 negro votes, 
The third party people proved.to have a bet- 
ter knowledge of the characteristics of tne 
negro. They bought the same crowd on elec- 
tion day and polled their votes, carrying the 
county.“ Any way, it is a great time for the 
Georgia negroes, and they aré going to make 
the most of it. 


ALL IN ONE LABOR UNION, 
WHAT? 

It is reported that a “strenuous effort is to be 
made to amalgamate all the various unions of 
railroad employés.’’ The idea is to confeder- 
ate them so that they can act as a unit in con- 
tests with the corporate railroads, and force 
them to terms whenever any differences arise, 
The million of men who draw from the rail 
roads six or seven hundred million dollars a 
year in the shape of wages are all to. be 
banded under the rules made and orders is- 
sued by the Grand Masters and walking dele- 
gates, to the end that all supposed griev- 
ances may be summarily redressed. No mat- 
ter whether they want more pay, fewer hours, 
or more control of their employers’ business, 
or all of these combined, the comprehensive 
„union“ is to enable them to enforce the de- 
mand, and that in short order by à universal 
and paralyzing strike—utterly regardless of 
the harm it may do the patrons of the roads, 

Supposing this formidable and apparently 
irresistible coalition of all the railroad 
employés to be achieved. What then? 
The inevitable law of reaction would 
impel the stockholders of all the rail 
roads at once to effect an equipoise by the

| formation: of a counter union among them- 


selves. They would feel that they had to do 
that in self-defense or lose control of their 
property. Then the men resolving on a 
„ strike“ might count on the possibility of its 
being met by a grand “‘lockout,’”’ under which 
every railroad in the United States would 
cease to turn its wheels, and no mort business 
would be done so long as the employés per- 
sisted in their demand. 

If, in this case, the American people should 
stand back, taking no part in the struggle, but 
suffer in silence, calmly bearing the inflic- 
tion, the railroad stockholders could afford to 
wait till the “strikers’’ were ready to come 
to terms. The property would be still there, 
in the ownership of some two million of 
stock and bond holders, the great majority of 
whom, if not all, have investments in other 
properties and other business which would 
yield them a sufficient income on which to 
live.’ They could forego the collection of divi- 
dends from their railroad properties, while the 
hoardings of the strikers vere rapidly dissi- 
pated and their credit at the stores had van- 
ished into thin alr; tnis to be followed by the 
imperative cry of their wives and children for 
bread to appease the gnawings of hanger and 
money to pay for rent and fuel. Under such 
conditions, supposing the strike to be a peace- 
able one, with no military or Sheriff’s force 
opposed to it, and no non-union workers seek- 
ing their empty places, yet the strikers must 
succum to the inexorable force of want and 


the employers’ terms or trainp for a living. 
| And on whatterms? Why. the stockholders 
would probably decide to let their property 
lie idle till they were acknowledged to bé the 
owners, with the right to control it. They 
might require as a condition of entering their 
service that the workers should engage for a 
definite term of years, agreeing to give no- 
tice when they wanted to leave, and to deposit 
money or give a bond as security for fidelity 
to the interests of the employer. What then 
would have been gained by the big strike? 
Simply a lesson in the school of bitter experi- 
ence, that lesson being that under the condi- 
tions of our modern civilization it is not de- 
sirable that either side should be permitted to 
have all the say in regard to terms of service, 
but that if a conflict to the bitter end is forced 
that side will prevail which has the most rew 
sources and can live the longest in id loness. 
The occurrence of such a struggle would in- 
duce the President of the United States to 
eall Congress together, and its members 
would get to the capital somehow, as they 
used to do before railroads were invented. 
They would assemble within thirty days, and 
their first act would be to resolve that the 
good of the country required the railroad sys- 
tem of the country to be put under military 
control. Then the government would take 
possession of the p and put it in 
charge of officers of the army, their orders to 
be carried out by men for & term 
of years, with pay according to contract 
and subject to court martiab if they 
did not behave

And, similarly, if all the different labor 
unions in the cities should unite to strike, the 
men who employed them would rapidly com- 
bine themselves into a counter union as an 
act of negessity. The result would be a stop- 
page of production, in which the strikers must 


| be the great sufferers, and ultimately be forced 


to yield, They could. not possibly win in a 
contest where capital refused to be invested 
and employed at a certain loss to its pos- 
sess or. 

It would be fax better for the workers to de- 
cide they cannot afford to force such a losing 
fight. They ought to be able to see that one 
side cannot ride rough shod over the other 
without damage to the community as a whole, 
and that the American people would not stand 
it to be thus damaged, and that in fighting for 
despotism they would in all probability be 
worsted, the result being a much worse condi- 
tion of affairs than the one of which they now 
complain, We cannot have universal liberty 
with such a universal anarchy as is contem- 
plated by their Grand Master leaders, and 
from which the great mass of the rank and 
tile would shrink with alarm if they under- 
stood the inevitable outcome. The instinct of 
self-preservation would cause the employing 
class to utterly refuse the proposed dictation, 
and then the would-be dictators must find 
themselves suranded on a barren beach.

TARIFF PLATFORM OF THE DRYS. 

Great Britain levies no duty on any of the 
products of the United States except tobacco 
and spirits. ‘Therefore the Prohibitionists say 
in their tariff plank that this country should 
Jet in tree all the manufactures of any country 
which does not tax tne products of this coun- 
try. That doctrine would open our ports free 
of duty to all the cheap labor goods of Great 
Britain. As Britain raises food enough for 
only athird of her people the imposition of 
duties on foreign food products would be sui- 
cidal folly. Asthe island makes a living by 
exporting enough manufactures to pay for its 
food and the raw material needed, it would be 
ruinous to put duties on foreign breadstuffs, 
meats, or raw materials. The United States 
raises more than enough to feed its people 
and has large surpluses for export and sale. 
It has nearly all the raw materials needed for 
manufacturing. It is unlike England in al- 
most all respects. Yet the Prohibitionists 
want the ports of this country thrown open to 
all English manufactures because the English 
have free trade independent of our tariff 
duties. 

Thus the tariff position of Bidwell and his 
“Drys’’ is about the same as that of Cleveland 
and his free traders. The latter want all com- 
petitive products let in free; the duties to be 
levied only on non-competitive goods. But as 
all the English manufactures are competitive, 
they would be let in duty free if the Demo- 
crats or Drys’’ were in power. So whether 
Bidwell or Cleveland ruled in the White 
House, hundreds of millions more of English 
goods would pour into the country, sweeping 
away all our gold and silver to pay for them, 
displacing home-made products and throwing a 
milion Americans out of work until the 
American workmen had consented to work 
for about half What they get now. 

As the tariff policies of Bidwell and Cleve- 
land agree, and as there is no chauce of the 
election of the former, those Prohibitionists 
who think it would be a desirable thing to de- 
prive Americans of work so as to give em- 
ployment to Englishmen, and who believe 
this country would be benefited if its man- 
ufactories were closed, or those who labor in 
them compelled to take half-wages, should 
vote for Cleveland. Those Prohibitionists 
who are more interested in the welfare of 
American than English industries should vote 
for Harrison, and not throw away their ballots 
on the free trader and fiatist, Bidwell.

ACID BATHS FOR CHOLERA MICROBES. 

The suggestions of Dr. C. P. Stringfield 
with reference to treatment for the cholera 
are worthy of careful consideration, the more 
so as they are in the nature of preventives, 
and an ounce of prevention always is worth 
a pound of cure. To fortify the city against 
cholera is a wiser policy than to attempt to 
check it after it has gained a foothold. Dr. 
Stringfield says: 

Cholera, like many other diseases, is due toa 
germ which must have an alkaline mediym for 
development, Therefore, if you cause all the 
secretions of the body to become acids the germ 
cannot thrive. If all persons would drink freely 
of sulphuric-acid lemonade, made by simply add- 
ing ten or fifteen drops of sulphuric acid to a 
quart of ordinary lake water, boiled 
and then iced, or to any of the  nn- 
merous spring waters, putting in suffi- 
cient sugar to make it palatable, it would bea 
good preventive. Drink this instead of water or 
any other beverage. as it is harmless when prop- 
erly diluted and can be consumed in large quan- 
tities. This acid has been employed with great 
advantage i in epidemics of cholera by Dr. Curtis 
in the Philadelphia Almshouse insane depart- 
ment. A very serious epidemic ceased in twelve 
hours after the inmates were all put upon the 
free use of sulphuric-acid lemonade. The only 
new case after this was that of a man who re- 
fused to use the prophylactic. Two days after 
the use of the sulphuric acid was stopped two 
new cases again occurred, and the epidemic was 
again arrested by the use of sulphuric 
acid. In the surgical wards the acid was 
used from the beginning of the epidemic, 
end in these wards, although in no way isolated, 
the disease failed to make an appearance. 
In view of this statement of facts the preventive 
should be used freely and early. It is of the ut- 
most importance to check the premonitory 
diarrhea, which is amenable to prompt, simple 
treatment. Cholera is generally preceded by 
diarrhea, and an attack very rarely occurs when 
this symptom receives early and appropriate at- 
tenon. Excepting in the frequent cases in 
which cholera is not preceded bg diarrhea it 
may, with almost absolute certainty, be pre- 
vented. The great difficulty is in the brompt ap- 
plication of simple but effective treatment in all 
cases of diarrhea during the epidemic. Very 
many pay no attention to the premonitory symp- 
oms through ignorance, and not a few of those 

etter informed neglect it, either from reckless- 
ness or because they can not appreciate the fact 
that a disorder so slight and ordinary can be a 
precursor of so grave a malady as cholera, 


If Dr. Stringfield’s premises are sound, and 
it ought to be an easy matter to demonstrate 
their truth or untruth, it follows that his con- 
clusions must be correct. If the cholera 
bacillus is fond of an alkaline bath and flour- 
ishes under those conditions, then it stands to 
reason he will not enjoy an acid bath nor 
flourish on it, and that sulphuric-acid lemon- 
ade will be his undoing, With proper precau. 
tions in its preparation and with appropriate 
seasoning it can be made a palatable bev- 
erage. It is cheap and easily prepared also. 
Every person can have it on hand; Would it 
not be well therefore for the Board of Health 
to investigate its efficacy and make a public 
statement? He says it has been used before 
and is not in any sense an experimental rem- 
edy. Then it will be pessibleto ascertain with 
a degree of certainty just what sulphuric-acid 
lemonade can do in warding off cholera. If 
it has deen used in the Philadelphia alms- 
house insane department as a cholera pre- 
ventive when the pestilence raged there, it will 
beasimple matter to correspond with the

how it worked, in their opinion, as a good 
preventive is just what is needed. 

In the same connection Dr. Stringfield 
makes another suggestion which is also in the 
line of preventioi—namely: that all Chicago 
people have to do in the present crisis is to 
keep cool heads and clean streets. This is 
sound advice and right to the point Fear un- 
doubtedly kills quite as many people in a 
season of the epidemic as the cholera itself, 
and every one knows that the pestilence which 
is born in filth flourishes in its native element. 
In Hamburg today it isin the old and filthy, 
not in the new and clean part of the city, that 
it is raging. During the last visitation of 
cholera in Europe it was principally fatal in 
the Mediterranean seacoast towns, which are 
dirty beyond description. If it should visit 
Chicago it would be found at home where 
streets and alleys and privies are seeking | with 
garbage and pollution. 

First, then, in case the cholers should 
menace the city, give it no place fora foot 
hold by the simple process of cleaning and 
disinfecting filth. Second, let no one be 
afraid of it, but go about his or her business 
as usual with a cool head. Third, if the 
chclera microbe finds its way within the city 
limits by carelessness on the part of those who 
should keep it out, give the microbe the 
acid bath with sulphuric-acid lemonade, if 
that beverage will do the work for it. Will 
it do that work isa question the Board of 
Health should settle at once. For, let it be 
remembered, Havre and Hamburg are only 
about a week away from us. 


A DEMOCRATIC PLEA FOR THE GERRY- 
MANDER. 

The junior Democratic organ is suffering 
acutely because the courts’ in several States 
have set aside rascally Democratic gerry- 
manders, and there are signs that the Superior 
Courts of other States, notably of Indiana, 
may follow the honest example. The junior 
partisan organ says that the action of the 
Supreme Courts of Wisconsin and Michigan 
in setting aside grossly unconstitutional ap- 
portionments, and ordering the Legislatures 
to make constitutional ones, was a judicial 
usurpation, and justified Jefferson’s asser- 
tion that the greatest danger to the country 
would come from intrusion by the courts into 
other departments of the government.“ The 
experience of a century has shown that 
Jefferson’s ideas on this subject 
were as silly and wmistaken, as some 
other of his notions. If the overthrow of a 
gerrymander is a judicial usurpation ”’ the 
more such usurpations the better for free and 
equal government. If the people prefer the 
gerry manders they can elect Judges who will 
hold that Legislatures can violate constitu- 
tions as much as they please and can set up 
minority rule. 

The junior organ says hypocritically : 

The unequal allotment of Legislative and Con- 
gressional districts in the States is a flagrant 
wrong. It comes from political perversity and 
corrup‘ion. It should have an efficient remedy. 
But it is not as great a wrong as the usurpation 
of judicial power. The misuse of legislative pow- 
ercan be but temporary. Popvlar majorities 
a correct the wrong when it becomes intolera- 

This talk about popular majorities cor- 
recting the wrong when it becomes intolera- 
ble is sweetly pretty. Take the case of 
Indiana. The Democrats have gerrymandered 
it so effectually that the Republicans cannot 
carry tLe Legislature even though they may 
have 40,000 popular majority in the State. 
When the two parties are contending for its 
control the vote of one Democrat in Indiana 
is given as much weight as those of two Re- 
publicans under the scoundrelly Democratic 
gerrymander iu that State. The majority 
cannot shake off such a yoke as that except by 
a revolution with rifles and cannon. The 
wrong never can be redressed at the ballot box, 
for it is made self-perpetuating. Each new 
apportionment rivets the chain more firmly 
around the necks of the majority by the un- 
scrupulous minority. 

Hence, as there is no other peaceable rem- 
edy it is the duty of the Supreme Court to 
act, and to enforce the provisions of the con- 
stitution about free and equal elections and 
fair and equal apportionmenis. Those pro- 
visions were not put in the organic law for 
ornament, but for use. They were not there 
for the partisan bulldozers of a Legislature to 
obey or disregard as they see fit. They are 
there to be observed and obeyed, and it is the 
duty of courts to intervene when they are vio- 
lated. 

This protest against judicial usurpations ”’ 
shows how wedded the Democratic leaders are 
to gerrymandermg and cheating, and how 
convinced they are that they cannot rule with- 
out it. 


STEVENSON TAKES THE STUMP. 

The Democratic campaign in this State was 
formally opened yesterday at Bloomington, 
the home of the candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, who was naturally the chief speaker of 
the occasion. 

Mr. Stevenson began by glorifying that 
blissful period of American history when Bu- 
chanan was President and plotting for the 
dismemberment of the Union and the average 
tariff duty was only 19 per cent of protection. 
It was lower then than at any time since the 
war of 1812. The tariff of 1846, which aver- 
aged about 28 per cent of protection, produced 
more revenue than the government needed in 
1855-56. In those days there was no public 
debt and but few pensions to be paid. The 
Democrats believed then that river and harbor 
appropriations were unconstitutional and 
made few ornone. So the tariff was reduced 
in 1857 from a_ protective average of 
28 to 20 per cent. But the reduc- 
tion turned out to be too great. Re- 
ceipts did not equal expenses, and by 
the winter of 1860-61 the United States had 
run into debt under a Democratic adminis- 
tration about twenty million dollars. Even 
had there been no war it would have been 
necessary to raise the duties in order to obtain 
more revenue. Mr. Stevenson suppressed 
these facts in his speech, 

He said the Morrill tariff was passed rais- 
ing duties greatly in order to meet the ex- 
penses of the [Democratic rebellion] war. 
Internal revenue, income, and other taxés 
were also imposed. He failed to explain to 
his younger hearers how there came to be a 
„ar which necessitated such heavy nation- 
al taxation. He omitted to state that the dis- 
loyal and treasonable conduct of the South- 
ern wing of his Democratic party forced the 

Joyal Union North to load itself down for five 
years to the uttermost limit of endurance with 
tax burdens to raise money to save the Union. 
The patriotic Mr. Stevenson was compelled to 
pay a large sum to a substitute to go down 
South and kill 
-him. But he did not explain any of that to 
his younger hearers, 

Then Mr. Stevenson proceeded to ask in- 
dignantly, “‘why the tariff duties were not 
lowered when the war was over,” and why 
finally they were increased by the McKinley 
law? Had a Republican been mitted to 
reply he would have informed him \that the 
duties were retained in order to pay off the 
war debt caused by the Democratic rebellion, 
and the pensions received by Union soldiers 
“who were disabled in the service of the gov- 
ernment, or the families of those who were 
killed in upholding the Union. Had the reve- 
nues been cut down to what they were before

a few years instead of 3 paid off. 


And if the duties are high now, they will have 
to be higher still if the country is to be man- 
aged in the economic fashion of the present 
Democrat Congress, which appropriated at the 
last session more than ever was voted at one 
session before. But for the $150,000,000 
of pensions growing out of the Democratic 
rebellion, and for the thirty millions of in- 
terest on the Democratic war debt that must 
still be paid, and for the forty million river 
and harbor appropriation, the country would 
need ouly about half the revenue. it actually 
does. Gen. Stevenson forgot to give his 
audience these cold facts. He had much to 
say about “Republican extravagance.” An 
effectual reply is, the list of appropriations of 
the present economical House, with its Demo- 
cratic majority of 147, exceeded any ever inade 
by a Republican House since the war ended. 
Mr. Stevenson tried to deoeive and delude his 
hearers by talking about tariff percentages. 
“The percentage was but 19 per cent in 1857; 
it is over 47 per cent now.“ He omitted to 
state that the Morrill tariff of 1861, 62, 63, 
put almost nothing on the free list. Since the 
close of the Democratic rebellion war the Re- 
publicans have been steadily engaged in re- 
moving duties off articles of general con- 
sumption, such as tea, coffee, and sugar. The 
free imports have been increasing, and the 
dutiable ones decreasing, so that of the 
imports for the last fiscal year 56 per cent 
came in free, being artioles of universal con- 
sumption used by rich and poor, black and 
white, men and women; while only 44 per 
cent paid any duties. The European goods 
which would-displace American products and 
cut down one-half the wages of American la- 
bor were not Jet ia free, and that is what wor- 
Stevenson, He wants American 
ports opened free to Europe to knock out 
American manufactures. 

One of the charges which he brought against 
the protective tariff was that it had not 
helped the farmer, and another that it had 
not raised wages. The protective policy 
which he attacks has given the farmer a prof- 
itable market for a vast amount of products 
which he grows for which he would otherwise 
have no market. The fresh meats, fruits, 
vegetables, poultry, and milk it did not pay 
him to produce in 1857 are now among his 
great sources of income. Protection has 
helped build up great cities like Chicago to 
consume all the products of the fariner. It 
has provided occupations for the surplus popu- 
lation of the farms and kept agriculture from 
being overcrowded. Three-fifths of the popu- 
lation of this country now live in cities and 


towns, instead of more than two-thirds of the 


people living as farmers as before the war.“ 

As for wages, Mr. Stevenson should have 
called 9n some of the old Democrats at his 
meeting who would be willing to tell the truth 
to state what they were in McLean County 
during the blessed days of Buchanan and the 
19 per cent tariff. They would have told him 
what he ought to know himself, that they are 
about 100 per cent higher than they were 
then that for each hour’s work the laborer, 
be he lawyer, clerk, or factory hand, builder, 
or laborer, gets about twice as many grains of 
gold per hour as he did in 1859 or 1860, The 
wage scale records of Chicago, New York, 
Philadeiphia, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and other 
cities show that in 1859 under the Buchanan 
19 per cent tariff the scale was hardly half 
what it is now under the Harrison administra- 
tion. The record shows that wages have risen 
and kept pace with the rise of the tariff since 
1859 and more too, 

Though pourmg out his vials of wrath on 
the present protective tariff Mr. Stevenson did 
not teil his admiring fellow-citizens what he 
proposed to substitute for it. He did not say 
to them that he thought the time had now 
come to adopt the tariff policy of our old 
friend Jeff.“ He did not inform them that it 
is the declatation and intention of his party 
to let in free all European competitive cheap 
labor goods, thus closing American 
manufactories till the workmen 
forced to accept European wages, and 
also to put high duties on tea, 
coffee, and sugar, which everybody uses, 
making them cost about twice what they do 
now, while the workman will have only half 
his present wages with which to buy them. 
He discoursed learnedly on percentages, but 
had not a word to say about the effect which 
his free trade doctrines would have on the 
men and women of the United States. Why 
did he leave unsaid the things he ought to 
have said and devote himself to Morrill tariffs 
and other ancient laws? Because he is afraid 
to tell the people what the new Democratic 
doctrine will cost them. He dodged the liv- 
ing issue. 


THE SENIOR DEMOCRATIC ORGAN BACK- 
SLIDING. 

The editor of the Chicago senior Dem- 
ocratic organ of this city was reared a mod- 
erate Whig Protectionist, and did not change 
his tariff ideas when he became a Democrat. 
As a member of the Committee on Kesolu- 
tions of tne National Democratic convention 
of 1884 he doubtless coéperated with Mr. 
Watterson in the cooking up of the protec- 
tion tariff plank of that year, of which Mr. 
Watterson says: 


The straddle of 1884 was made to cover a sup- |} 


posed political necessity. It faced four ways for 
Sunday, and had a side for all the points of the 
compass. It was a master-piece of chicanery,and, 
still, we only pulled Cleveland through by the 
hair of his head. 

But after Mr. Cleveland indorsed so earn- 
estly the new free trade position of his 
party the senior organ, loyal to the nominee, 
accepted with seeming cheerfulness the doc- 
trine that no duties must be imposed on com- 
because it is unconstitutional 
so to do, and also a robbery, and that the only 
articles on which duties can be levied lawfully 
It looks very 
much, however, as if the Chicago senior 
Democratic organ was backslidimg, and had 
been led astray by the Springfield Republican, 
Providence Journal, Dana’s Sun, Peoria 
Herald, and other cowardly or disloyal 
straddie sheets. The senior Democratic 
organ says: 

There is no purpose upon the part of the Demo- 
cratic party to abolish custom-houses or to aban- 
don the tariff asthe means of revenue getting. 
Democracy constantly holds for the idea of con- 
tinuing tariff taxation, but not as an excuse for 
perpetrating the monstrous injustices wrought 
by McKinleyism. The tariff will be used for 
raising a revenue, and necessarily will be laid 
upon competitive articles, because were it laid 
alone upon commodities not produced in America 
its yield would be insufficient. Beyond an in- 
crease of the free list, which will include raw 
materials of manufacture or articles of prime 


use, the fibers generally, including wool, lumber, . 


salt, and the like. the schedules will remain as at 
present substantially, but there will be decided 


reduction of tax and no idea that it is the duty 


of the General Government to do aught than care 


for the general welfare. 


Tus Taisung pointed out some time ago, 
for the benefit of various straddlebuga, that it 
would not be necessary for the Democrats to 
retain the “ unconstitutional ” duties on com- 
petitive goods to get the revenue now obtained 
from protective duties. It showed that if all 
the existing protective duties were repealed, 
except those on spirits, malt liquors, and 
tobacco, and duties were imposed .on tea, 
coffee, sugar, cocoa, spices, and other’ com- 
modities not produced in our country, the 
yield would be sufficieat to make good the 2068 
of the protective duties.

WHY THE FRENCH WANT OLEVELAND : 


ELECTED. 

The leading Paris dailies have deen inter- 
viewed as to their preferences in the Presi- 
dential campaign in this country, and without 
exception declare that they are in favor of 


protective duties upon French manufactures. 
To put it mildly, is it not rather cheeky on the 
part of the French press to find fault with the 
American tariff when the French tariff is per- 
haps the highest in the world? The French 
tariff on all manufactured goods which compete 
with their country ig practically prohibitive 
and is intended to be such. The French Gov- 
ernment is willing to sacrifice revenue to bar 
out competing gouds, It is made high or low 
with that end in view, and it is always kept 
high enough so that it is impossible for for- 
eign manufacturers to sell their wares in 
France in com petition with those of French 
make unless they are willing to practically 
give them away. The French tariff is based 
on specific schedules by weight and value of 
goods. There is no way of getting round it. 
Undervaluaton in that country is impossible. 
Everything is protected up to the skies. The 
only things that are let in free are those which 
do not compete with French industries. 

France is probably the highest protected 
country in all Europe, Russia not excepted 
Why then should Frenchmen find fault with 
the American Congress for any tariff it may 
make for the protection of American manu- 
factures? We concedé the right of France to 
foster its own industries, in its own way. We 
do not interfere with French elections or ex- 
press any sympathy with French candidates 
whatever their tariff sentiments may be. But 
the French are intent on opening the ports of 
the United States to low labor French goods, 
and hence they are all for Cleveland. They 
are a shrewd people. They see clearly enough 
that if the Democratic tariff plank of the Chi- 
cago platform of June 22 could be formulated 
into a statute by Cleveland’s aid and influence 
it would result in the destruction of our silk 
and fine goods industries; that French spe- 
cialties would kill all their rivals in this coun- 
try. 

But France has nothing to eomplain of 
now. This country in 1891 exported goods to 
France to the value of $59,826,000 (about 60 
| millions), and imported from France goods to 
the value of $76,688,000 (nearly 77 millions). 
To these latter figures must be added thirty 
or forty millions more which American tour- 
ists and visitors, who flock to Paris every 
year, spend in that country for silks, satins, 
dresses, ribbons, bric-&-brac, and. articles of 
luxury paid for in good American gold, mak- | 
ing twice as much imports from as exports to. 
France. Every American who goes to France 
buys something, and has been doing it since the 
days of the Ameriean Revolution, and yet 
they want our ports wide open to them while 
their own ports are shut sharply against us. 
They buy but little from us except cotton 
and petroleum, and occasionally some wheat 
when their crops fail, The tussie Mr. Reid 
had with them for two or three years to get 
American pork admitted, under a heavy tax, 
is a fair instance of their exclusiveness and 
selfishness. Even when it was admitted 
it was only under a most exorbitant duty, and 
then only because they were afraid of re- 
taliation on their beet sugar under the pro- 
visions of Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity system. 
They keep our breadstuffs out when they 
have enough to supply their own people, and 
even when they have not enough they admit 
them only in competition with Russian and 
Hungarian breadstuffs. From the tariff 
point of view the French are the most selfish 
people in Europe. It is the height of im- 
pudence, therefore, far their press to find fault 
with the American tariff. Still, the French 
are not to blame for looking after their own 
interests and working for the election of 
Cleveland and the freg trade ticket in this 
country. All Europeans who want our ports 
wide open for their cheap labor goods are in 
favor of the election of Grover Cleveland. 
The blame will rest on the voters of this 
country if they play into the hands of 
European competitors at the expense of the 
industries of their own country.

If there is one point on which ali local 
authorities agree it 1s that the real estate 
market is dull. It is more than quiet—it is 
unmistakably dull.

Asa general rule, what nine people 
out of ten affect to believe never comes to 


pass. A great deal’ of business which, under

At that time all these 
peuple, who have been expecting lower 
and who have been accumulating funds’ for 
making purchases, will come into the ‘mar. 
ket, and, as a natural consequence, prices 
will go up rather than come down. The Chi- 
cago public seems to favor buying on a rising 
market, and if buyers find that owners hold 
their = rty as firmly after the Fair as they 
do now t 
boom in real estate of as generous propor- 
tions as the one felt during 1889 and 1890, 

“If the excitement of those years had been 
continued right’ up to the beginning of 1893, 
there could have been no question as to a re- 
action. As a matter of fact there has been no 
real estate market for the last year. 
The ordinary purchases for eee 
or for actua — 12 — have deen 
made, and have appea from day to day on 
the records, but even in the case of these pur- 
chases,’ buyers have persuaded themselves 
into the idea that they would be able to buy 
to better advantage in 1894 than now. “The 
city has practically three years in which to 
grow upto the overstimulation of 1889 and 
1890. Buyers of acres ana all classes of specu- 
lative property will have the same length of 
time to complete their purchases and make 
second and third payments. At the close of 
the Fair they will be in the position of actual 
owners, rather than the holders of equities of

Will Prove a Blessing.

Cleveland Proposes to Follow the Example 
Set by Chicago. 

Real-estate men generally have been inter- 
ested by the city’s announcement of its inten- 
tion to annex a large part of East Cleveland, 
and the sentiment of several who were inter- 
viewed seems to be in favor of annexmg all 
the more populous suburbs lying just over the 
city lines, but which are practically a part of 
the city, 

One progressive broker favors the annexa- 
tion of Glenville entire, all of Newburg, all of 
Brooklyn village, and the whole of West Cleve- 
land. Each of these suburbs, he says, 
1s well built up or allotted, and the tax 
rate of each under city government would 
be little if any higher than that now paid by 
the suburban residents. With water, gas, and 
sewer connections, police and fire protection, 
and the right to representation in the City 
Council each would be better off than now, 
and the city would be-benefited by the in- 
creased valuation of taxable property.

A 
stranger is unable to tell where Cieveland 
leaves off and Newburg or Brooklyn begins.

ON ITS WAY DOWN HILL. 


Yo Support Given the Stock—Higher 
Cables, Poor Crop Reports, and Liberal 
Exports Result in Higher Prices. for 
Wheat—Corn Depressed on Larger Of- 
ferings by the Country Shippers—Pro- 
visions Get the Support of the Bulls 
and Show a Little Improvement. 


From present appearances the chances for the 
stock of West Chicago Street railway company 
going down are just as good as the prospects of 
its rising indefinitely. It was thought on Friday 
that the low point had been touched, but yester- 
day prices were again marked down to a closing 
price within half a point of the even 200. The 
market opened at about Friday's close, and 
scaled down steadily under a continuance of sell- 
ing orders to 201, and then to 200% regular. 
Lately a great deal has been said about the ex- 
tensive profits which have beon made in the 
phenomenal advances in West Chicago stock. 
Operators begin to realize that the other side of 
the market .has been represented and judging 
from yesterday's prices and market conditions it 
would have been about as satisfactory to have 
sold it short at 232%, and bought it in thirty-two 
points lower, as to have bought it early in 
the advance and taken out profits as it went up. 


} The report that the beer war is settled is con- 


firmed by all parties connected with the matter, 
but of gourse no statement of the basis of settle- 
ment will be made for some time. Brewing and 
Malting preferred sold at the old quotations 
from 4% as high as 45%, with one sale for the 
second account at 464%.

The houses are of the old, awell front, high- 
stoop style. They lack the modern, but they 
do look so comfortable and respectable that 
one keeps on thinking well of them, even 
when the great and striking mansions that, in 
spacious grounds, line the boulevard further 
south bid him stop in admiration. 

A characteristic of Ashland boulevard 
is that every inch of ground has 
not yet been given up to brick 
and stone.

Where Jackson and Ashland boulevards 
cross is a beauty-spot.

But one sees but little of the house, 
and the surroundings are so stately, so com- 
forting that one wonders how the owner 
could cherish an ambition for any other pleas- 
ure than simply living there in the old house. 

So Ashland boulevard runs its course with 
beauty, elegance, variety, and spaciousness on 
every hand, improving from end to end.

They terminate in curved inclosures, and this 
plan constitutes one of the most pleasing feat- 
ures of the boulevard. The sidewalks are 
wide and the greensward that lines 
the edge of the pavements of 
the other city boulevard is also found on 
Twelfth street. The sidewalks are also lined 
with young trees planted regularly, giving 
four rows of trees make attractive lines 
of green from Ashland boulevard to Oakley 
street. 
Not a Residence Street. 


Twelfth street boulevard is not a residence 
thoroughfare. Neither is it a business street. 
It’s a people’s road. It is lined with busi- 
ness buildings in the main, but a 
portion of every buildir~ is given un 
to homes. The buildings, or at least such 
of them as have been erected since Twelfth 
street took on boulevard airs, are modern, 
substantial, and of unending variety. No 
business in particular 1s in the ascendency. 
Everything is. of course, on the retail plan. 
Dry goods stores, groceries, meat markets. 
beer salocns, undertaking establishments, and 
all other conceivable enterprises flourish side 
by side. What few structures there are 
along the line devoted to strictly home 

urposes are of unpretentious mien. 

ndeed, a good many of them are shabby, but 
that there is a pride among the residents is 
demonstrated by the constant swish of the 
paint brush and the broom. For everything 
along the boulevard is as scrupulously clean 
as the little thatched cot of the poem that 
school children weep over. There arem re 
children on Twelfth street boulevard than on 
any other in the city, and they enjoy the 
street. They come from the  nar- 
row, unimproved, and in many instances 
miserable streets that intersect the wide- 
stretching boulevard, which is their park and 
playground. They drive their gouts and dogs 
hitehed to their box—many of them soap-box 
—carts about, fully as happy and equally as 
healthy as their neighbors on the more aristo- 
cratic streets. 

The drive makes everybody equal, for its 
beauties are as free and accessible to the man 
who is driving alongin charge cf a sawdust 
cart or a coal wagon on one of the traffic 
roads as they are to the person who lolls on 
luxurious cushions in acarriage on the wide 
stretch of asphaltum. 


The People’s Highway. 


Twelfth street boulevard is the people’s 
highway. It’s as big as the people. It is by 
far the widest road in town, and to the eye it 
is the most stately, even though it lacks 
imposing architectural surroundings found 
on other boulevards. And to one who reflects 
and compares there come wonderful man- 
ifestations of the achievements of Chicago's

A very mysterious uniform was devised. All 
of the members of the kian went mounted, 
The hoofs of their horses were done up in 
half-tanned leather.

orses were then covered with white cotton 
ticking down to their fetlocis. Each rider 
wore over his ordinary clothing a long black 
calico garment, which, being divided into 
1 descended until it hid his feet, 

ver the head of each rider was a black cali- 
co mask, which fell over his shoulders. Each 
rider wore what he pleased on top of this 
mask. Some devised fantastic head dresses, 
One ingenious Ku-Kluxer used to wear a skull, 
with a candle gleaming in the interior. 

All new members of the society after their 
first meeting in the church were initiated at 
It was one of 
the rules of the Ku-Klux to never meet except 
at night. Any member of the kian who per- 
mitted himself to be seen in the uniform of 
the society in daylight .subjected himself to 
the most rigorous military punishment. Three 
members of the klan were shot for aisobeying 
the order of only appearing at night. These 
men used the name and uniform of the society 
for the purpose of committing a daylight rob- 
bery. ey were tried that very night, shot, 
and buried at the place of trial. 

At the meetings of initiation the new candi- 
date was made to take the most awful oathé 
that he would faithfully obey the commands 
ot the society. He was then taught the vari- 
ous signs, because in the ritual of the Ku- 
Klux no words were spoken. Everything was 
done by signs. Executions when ordered 


were all carried through bya language of. 


signs. After, a candidate had accepted he 
was given a little book, a pamphlet of some 
eight or ten pages, which contained all of 
the signs of the society. These the candidate 
had to study and master before he would: be 
accepted asa full-fledged member. These 
signs were of the simplest possible character. 
For instance, the question Are youa mem- 
ber of the Ku-Klux-Klan?” was ‘made \by 
simply placing the thumbs inside of the belt 
with ds pointed downward. The an- 
swer of “ yes was the careless pushing back 
of the hair with the right hand. All of the

The administration of Johnson stirred up all 
of 2 elements of the South. ere 
came into the South a party. of adventurers, 
who sought to use the negroes to further dis- 
honest and unworthy ends. The negroes were 
taught to believe that the entire South was to 
be theirs and ¢hat their former masters were 
to be driven out. The States were put under 
Territorial forms of government, soldiers were 
placed at the polls during elections, while the 
test oath excluded from the right of suffrage 
and from the power to hold office every one 
of the leading men of the South. The 
local courts were abolished. Nothing but the 
Federal courts remained. Such a complete 
disorganization of society had a great effect 
upon the negroes. They saw the class they 
had always been taught to look up to dis- 
credited and disqualified. Stimulated by the 
passion of partisan leaders, they were to 
take an antagonistic position to their former

Shot in the Battle of the Wilderness. 

Stephen J. Wilkins is an old soldier living 
on West Monroe street. While well-to-do he 
dresses with exceeding plainness, the only bit 
of jewelry or ornament he wears being a 
somewhat peculiar cravat pin which always 
adorns his tie. He says he has worn it every 
day for twenty-five years. It is not a particu- 
larly handsome pin. You would take it to be 
silver turued almost black by natural oxidi- 
zation. It possesses no beauty of construction 
or design. Fiom its shape and color one 
would suppose that it was a leaden bullet that 
had been trodden under foot and rolled under 
wagons until it had almost lost all resem- 
blance to its former shape.

They would ride up to the house of some 
negro who was conspicuous for his disorderly 
qualities, surround the house, and burn white 
lights or red lights as the cavalcade would file 
past. ‘The negroes would generally swoon 
with terror and swear afterward that they had 
been visited by ghosts. 

After atime the story was circulated that 
they were the ghosts of their former masters, 
killed on the field of battle. 
joker emphasized this story by concealing 
under his black shirt a vessel made of skins 
which would hold twelve or fifteen gallons. 
He headed a cavalcade one night which 
stopped at the house of one of the most super- 
stitious negroes in the county. They sur- 
rounded the house and, under cover of a revol- 
ver, made the negro come out. He came, 
ashen with terror, and, receiving only signs, 
doubled himself to the right and the 
left in his eagerness to carry out the or- 
ders of his visitors. The Ku-Klux joker signed 
for water. He made the negro bring water to 
him, which he pretended to drink until he 
had stowed away some fifteen gallons. The 
more water he poured down the wilder be. 
came the terror of the negro. When the last 
bucket had disappeared the Ku-Klux leader 
said in a hollow, sepulchral voice; 

That's good. That's the first water that 
has passed my lips since I fell at Manassas. 

At this the colored man utterly collapsed 
with fright and fell to the ground. In another 


moment this small army of phantoms had 


disappeared in the darkness. This story was 
enlarged upon until the mere word Ku-Klux 
Klan was enough to turn any colored man in 
the neighborhood the color of ashes.

The Park Has a Send-O7. 


The first notable event in the history of 
Dearborn Park was the meeting there of what 
known as the River and Harbor con- 
vention. It was in 1847. 
James K. Polk was 
President. Congress 
had a river and 
harbor bill in which the 
rivers and lakes of the 
Northwest were made 
beneficiaries. Presi- 
dent Polk vetoed the 
bill, The people in the 
Northwest were furious 
about it. A conven- 
tion was called to 
express iridignation. 
It met in Chicago 
July 5, 1847. The occa- 
sion was heraided with 
MRS. MYRA BRADWELL. artillerr and infantry, 
, * city officials, a ship on 
wheels with all sails set, the fire department, 
citizen’s societi brass bands, and flying 
banners, After this ion had done the 
town it halted on Dearborn Park in a huge 
pavilion with a seating „ of 5,000. 
The delegates numbered 3, It was the 
first demonstration of any magnitude in the 
city. Its deliberations had much to do with the 
resent glory of Chicago. Abraham Lincoln, 
Bobu ler Colfax, Horace Greeley, Thurlow 
W James Brooks, Erastus Corn mg, An- 
drew White, John L. Schooleraft, Anson Bur- 
lingame, Oliver Newberry, Edward Bates, and 
others were there. Letters of regret were 
read from Henry Clay, Daniel Webster, Mar- 
tin Van Buren, Thomas H. Benton, and Silas 
Wright. session lasted three days. 
Lincoln spoke, but his speech was not report- 
ed. Horace Greeley wrote to his paper of the 
importance of the gathering, and Thurlow 
Weed, in addition to speaking and working in 
the convention, wrote letters about it for the 
Albany 2 Tom Corwin, the great wit, 
was there.

This 
was wisely declined. 

Long after, Mr. Bryan going to Europe left 
the document in the possession of J. Y. Scam- 
mon. That gentleman intrusted it to the keep- 
ing of the

unbidden ghostin these write-ups of early 
times here. wrapped its red mantle of ruin 
about the Higtorical Society, and the original 
Emancipation Proclamation was destroyed.

The booths were arranged inside and around 
the ae Then began the march to the 
platform, Chairs were handed over for the 
party to make the journey, a thing that was 
never done before to get the hero of the occa- 
sion to the elevation of conspicuity. On his 
way Grant met the little daughter of Col. Mul- 
ligan, whose mother was 11 charge of a booth, 
and, recognizing the child, he stopped and 
kissed her. There was nothing in the act in- 
tended to be dramatic. Grant was not that 
sort of man. But the great mass saw it, and 
while thousands shouted many wept. The 
young miss grew up and married in this city, 
and still lives bere. 

Reaching the platform President Bryan 
tried to still the multitude. He says it was 
the grandest demonstration he ever saw, and 
never expects to see another such, because it 
was from the heart. And in the face of it 
Grant looked down as if he were in a solitude. 
Not a quiver on his face. When at last he 
opened his mouth it was to say: Gentle- 
men and ladies, as I never made a speech my- 
self I will ask Gov. Yates of Illinois to return 
thanks, which I should fail to express. 

That was all. Aud that was the first epeech 
Grant ever made in his life. The crowd 
caught sight of the man who had marched to 
the sea, and they called for him. They asked 
Grant to make Sherman speak. And then 
Grant m speech, his second, in 
which he said so much, as he did always after 
when called out. He said: I never asked a 
soldier to do anything I could not do myself.”’ 

But Old Tecumseh was not to be put off. 
He made a speech. He always did when he 
got the chance. But there was money in his 
talk. He shoved his way to the entrance be- 
fore which a great multitude stood and told 
them that it would cost them 25 cents each to 
hear his speech, that being the gate money of 
the occasion, and then he went back to the 
rostrum aud thus n the receipts. 

And so this great fair continued, each day 
offering some new feature. A paper was pub- 
lished in connection with it, Voice of the Fair, 
edited by the late Andrew Shuman. _ The only 
copy of the entire issue of four weeks is in the 

ion of Judge Bradwell, who carries a 
gun with him when he is showing the volume 
to visitors. It is an interesting volume to the 
person who can get a glimpse at it. It re- 
counts the proceedings in detail of every day 
ot the fair. The project of getting it out was 
due largely to Judge Bradwell’s foresight and 
energy. 

During the progress of the fair many IIli- 
nois regiments as well as regiments from other 
Northwestern States returned, and as they 
were unl they were received and cared 
for by the women of Chicago who had charge 
of so much of the actual work of the fair. It 
was not only the dawn of peace, it was a sun- 
burst. 

The Soldiers’ Home and the Public Library. 

Out of the proceeds of the fair on Dearborn 
Park came fund for the Soldiers’ Home 
of Chicago. Ite first habitation was on Ran- 
dolph street uader the roof of the old Mansion 
House. It removed tater to a site near the 
Douglas monument. It moved from there to 
South Evanston and remained there until that 
site was sold and the money from that sale, 
with the money from the fair with interest, 
was put into a fund which is still in existence, 
drawing interest, and thus still doing good, 
for it is yet shelteri the aged and infirm 
soldiers of Illinois and their dependent fam-

ies. 

The soldiers’ organization of Chicago assist- 
ed in securing from the State the title of Dear. 
born Park for the Public Library and itself. 
One-fourth of the site was made to rest in 
the soldiers’ organization. Then came an- 
other struggle. The library wanted the 
whole of ground. The soldiers’ * organ- 
ization objected. They debated and quar- 
reled and had conferences until at last a 
compromise was effected by which the 
soldiers’ organization conveyed to the 
library its fourth, on condition thas there 
should be set aside in the new building a hall 
to be dedicated forever to the Soldiers’ Or- 
ganization of In this hall will rest 
such trophies and other articles as the organ- 
ization may be pleased to place there, and the 
hall will be for the use of such meetings as 
may be connected with the organization as 
long as it shall last, and then to be used by 
their heirs, and to descend from generation to 
generation until time shall no more on 
this earth, and the reveille shall break on the 
plains of the final encampment.

A hundred and thirty babies! What a sea 
of little faces presenting their open books to 
the onlooker who chooses to read. Some

Sometimes Four from One Family. 

„We sometimes have two or even four from 
the same family,“ remarks the sister as they 
pass on. “A man’s wife dies and he has 
several little children to feed and clothe. 
Of course he has to work for a living and can- 
not take care of them. If he isn’t too miser- 
— poor he will pay afew cents a day for 
each of them and leave them here. If he can- 
not pay they go in anyway and are cared for 
until they are 6 years old, We take none 
over 6. 

A sturdy little toddler of 2 years comes up 
and pulls at the visitor’s dress, inviting to a 
frolic with his dancing black eyes. 

„This little fellow’s parents are separated 
and the mother, being unable to care for him, 
brought him here. Of course we get the 
foundlings, too; the police bring them here. 
We have a good many of them.“ 

What is the capacity of the home?’ is 
asked. 

One hundred and twenty-five children. 
We have more than that now, but the general 
rule is 125. There are twelve sisters who have 
the whole management in charge, and thirty 
women to do all the housework and care for 
the babies. Nearly all of the women helpers 
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have children, some have two or three. They 
can work for their children and are under no 
expense. They do not receive wages, but are 
given board, clothing and a home. 

Wo is the sister superior!“ 

Sister Julia. She has been at the head of 
the institution ever since Sister Walburger 
died, nine years ago. Everybody knew and 
loved Sister Walburger. She was a German. 
and she founded the home eleven years ago in 
a rented building at Franklin and Superior 
stroet. She gave her life to the work, Every- 
body wanted her when they were sick or dying. 
She would go out in all kinds of weather ana 
at any hour of the night. She died in Mary- 
land. She asked to go back home to die 


there.“ and Sister Teresa wiped a tear away.
